WASHINGTON — Britain and France formally 
raised the threat Monday of retaliation against the 
United States if the Anglo-French Concorde supersonic 
jetliner is barred from landing here. 

Their position was made clear as a hearing on U.S. 
landing rights opened before Transportation Secretary 
William Coleman. He has promised to rule on the 
application by British Airways and Air France within 
30 days. 

In a formal document submitted as part of their 
case for the controversial needle-nosed airliner, Britain 
and France told Coleman: “Banning Concorde opera¬ 
tions to America by British Airways and Air France 
would be widely viewed as a double standard and could 
lead to reciprocal limitations on U.S. suppliers and U.S. 
air carriers.” 

The two governments, arguing that the tech¬ 
nological and economic benefits of the plane outweigh 
other considerations, also said: “A negative decision on 
the question of Concorde service to the United States 
undoubtedly would have political consequences in both 
France and the United Kingdom.” 

As the hearings opened. French President Valery 
Giscard d’Estaing said in Paris he would fly to the 
United States aboard a Concorde on his first official 
visit here in May. The announcement w’as viewed by 
observers as symbolic of the importance attached to 
Concorde both by France and Britain. 

Gerald Kauimanj minister of state at Britain’s 
department of industry, opened the hearing with a 
statement saying: “The governments and peoples of 
Britain and France would find it difficult to believe that 
the United States, the most successful of the world’s na¬ 
tions in the field of aviation, would take steps to 
exclude this aircraft from its territory.” 

Kaufman and Claude Abraham, director of Air 
Transport at the French department of transportation, 
argued that the limited number of flights to the United 
States would have very little impact on the environ¬ 
ment. 

The joint statement warned that any move by the 
U.S. regarded as protectionist or discriminatory “would 
tend, throughout the world, to threaten the relatively 
free and uninhibited environment in which aviation 
products are bought and sold.” 

The U.S. produces about 95 per cent of the world’s 
commercial aircraft, excluding the Soviet Union. 

Despite the British and French claims that the en¬ 
vironmental dangers posed by the Concorde are grossly 
exaggerated, the U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency urged that the plane be banned from U.S. air¬ 
ports. 

EPA Assistant Administrator Roger Strelow told 
the hearing that introduction of Concord service “runS 
directly counter to the noise abatement and other envi¬ 
ronmental policies and programs of the United States.” 

He said the plane wx>uld increase noise along air¬ 
port flight paths where the Concorde is used, increase 
air pollution, waste fuel and possibly increase skin 
cancer by depleting the earth’s ozone layer, thus in¬ 
creasing ultraviolet radiation from the sun. 

Strelow acknowledged that EPA’s position is based 
not just on. the limited number of Cone >rde flights now 
being proposed but also on the possibility of expanded 
supersonic passenger service in the future. He said it is 
not unreasonable to assume that future applications for 
Concorde service will occur if the first limited flights 
are allowed.

ICBC has been instructed to 
suggest to the cabinet some 
methods of softening the im¬ 
pact of the new’ rail? increases 
and Bennett said* he is hopeful 
that the corporation may be 
able to set up an Instalment 
payment system. 

The new rates still have to 
be approved by cabinet, but 
when asked whether cabinet 
might lower the rates, Ben¬ 
nett said only that ICBC has 
been told Jo develop a pre¬ 


mium structure that does not 
provide for any government 
subsidy. 

“Next year's rates must re¬ 
flect next year’s cost,” he 
said. 

“The province is stretched 
on its own financial re- 
soiuces/’ the premier raid, 
adding that there is no money 
left in the “overspent and un-. 
dercollected” NDP budget to 
subsidize premiums. 

“We’re not trying to penal¬ 
ize people for the mis¬ 
management of the NDP,” 
thte premier said.

Bus ambushed, 
10 massacred

BELFAST — Gunmen am¬ 
bushed a bus carrying textile 
workers home Monday, al¬ 
lowed the only Roman Cathp-. 
lie aboard to escape and then 
shot down 11 Protestants with 
automatic weapons, security 
officials said. 

They reported 10 w*ere 
killed and one seriously 
wounded. 

PpUc.e #&ijl a. dozen armed 
men rushed the bus after it 
stopped for a man with a red 
lantern at a crossroads in 
southern County Armagh, 
where five Roman Catholics 
were shot to death Sunday. 

Police blamed the Sunday 
killings on Protestant extrem¬ 
ists, but did not speculate im¬ 
mediately on those responsi¬ 
ble for the massacre Monday. 

Reuters news agency, how¬ 
ever, reported that the gun¬ 
men Monday were members 
of the outlawed Irish Republi¬ 
can Army. 

A dozen or more killers who 
seized the bus asked the 
workers if they were Catho¬ 
lics, police said, and then al¬ 
lowed the one who said he 
was to flee before opening fire 
on the others at point-blank 
range. 

“This was the cold and cal¬ 
culated murder of innocent 
l>eople w’ho were doing noth¬ 
ing except simply returning 
home after a hard day’s 
work.” a police spokesman 
said. 

Police reported at first that 
the bus was raked by gunfire 
but a witness who saw the 
vehicle said, “the bodies ap¬ 
peared to be in a pile at the 
side qf the vehicle,” indicat¬ 
ing the vlctirqf had h€<?n or * 
dered out before they were 
slain. 

The textile factory w’Here 
the men worked closed for the 
rest of the week in their mem¬ 
ory. 

It was the worst death toll 
from a single attack in North¬ 
ern Ireland since 1972, and 
brought the official death 
count in Ulster’s 6*4 years of 
sectarian violence to 1.411. Se¬ 
venteen persons have been 
killed since Jan. 1. 

Ulster's worst death toll in 
the IRA campaign to force 
Britain from the region oc¬ 
curred in the 1972 bombing of 
McGurk’s bar in Belfast when 
15 persons were killed. Earli¬ 
er that year, 14 died in Lon¬ 
donderry w’hen British troops 
fired on a rioting mob in what 
became known as Bloody Sun¬ 
day. 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — California’s Air 
Resources Board fined American Motors 
Corp. $4.2 million Monday for marketing 
smog-producing cars and allegedly submit¬ 
ting false test imports. 

The state board also halted sales in Cali¬ 
fornia effective Monday midnight of all AMC 
Matadors, Hornets and Gremlins equipped 
with V-8 engines, and it announced an inves¬ 
tigation to determine whether American 
Motors intentionally falsified test reports. 

It is the strongest disciplinary action ever 


taken against a manufacturer by the anti¬ 
pollution agency. 

In an anti-smog case last year, the state 
fined Chrysler Corp. $328,200 and halted 
Chrysler sales temporarily. 

“We have never seen so many dirty 
cars,” sajd board chairman Tom Quinn. “But 
even more serious is the fact that American 
Motors submitted false repeals to the state 
which indicated that their cars were actually 
very clean.” 

Quinn said AMC executives In Kenosha, 


Wis., blamed violations on neglect of test fa¬ 
cilities. 

Quinn said that as an incentive, the board 
will consider waiving 75 per cent of the fine 
if AMC promptly pays 25 per cent, or 
. $1,069,800, and commits the remaining 75 per 
cent to improving its emission control and 
fuel economy programs. 

In Detroit, a spokesman at AMC head¬ 
quarters said the ARB’s move to halt sales of 
cars equipped with the 304-cubic-inch V8 en¬ 
gine “is unjustified.” He said the engine was 


properly tested and certified prior to the 
start of the 1976-model year. 

The spokesman also said the imposed fine 
“is unreasonable in view of the fact that only 
approximately 1,000 cars in question have 
been sold in the state.” 

AMC “has co-operated fully with the Cali¬ 
fornia Air Resources Board in attempting to 
resolve any questions related to the conduct 
of its emission tests in conformance with 
California requirements, and will continue to 
do so,” the spokesman added. "All of the 
board's inquiries have been responded to 
openly and forthrightly.”

AMC fined $4.2 million on smog count 


The money is to be paid to 
Grouse IMest Resorts Ltd., a 
Victoria development firm 
W’hich had business dealings 
with Block Bros, in 1972 and 
1973, involving a proposed 
subdivision in Sooke. 

The judgment against Block 
Bros., one of Canada’s largest 
real estate companies operat¬ 
ing in all four western prov¬ 
inces, w’as handed down in 
Vancouver Dec. 31 by Mr. 
Justice Craig Munroe, but 
didn’t become public until 
Monday. 

The award follows an earli¬ 
er judgment finding Block 
Bros. Industries Ltd. and its 
subsidiaries, Block Bros. Re¬ 
alty Ltd. and First National 
Mortgage Co. Ltd. guilty of 
breach of contract. 

The events leading up to the 
court case go back to March, 
1972, when K. S. Kamil, pres-, 
ident of Grouse Nest Resorts, 
obtained approval from the 
Firet National Mortgage Co. 
Ltd. for a $250,000 loan to sub¬ 
divide a 340-acre parcel of 
land in the Sooke area. 

As part of the agreement, 
Kamil granted Block Bros, 
exclusive listing rights for thp 
sale of the developed lots.

The kidnappers, aged be¬ 
tween 25 and 30 and wearing 


blue jeans and sweaters much 
like rock stars who frequent 
t h c firm’* headquarters, 
grabbed Louis Hazan in a 
midmoming Dec. 31 raid on 
the head office of the ; Phono¬ 
gram Co. in the heart of 
Paris, authorities said. The 
wicker basket appeared no 
different from the bulky elec¬ 
tronic amplifying gear o ften 
carried by rock singers, 
witnesses said. 

The gunmen have been in 
touch with Mrs. Ha/.an by 


telephone several times and 
the ransom money is ready 
for delivery, police said. 

Police had ordered an em¬ 
bargo by news media on the 
kidnapping but allowed it to 
be lifted Monday. 

Witnesses said the gQnmen 
burst into the Phonogram 
board meeting and asked. 
"Who is the chief executive?” 
and when Hazan stood up 
they bound him and placed 
him inside the wicker basket. 

They then locked four other 
board members in the board¬ 


room and took a fifth, the fi¬ 
nancial director of the com¬ 
pany, along with them. 

The basket was placed in¬ 
side a van which drove off. 
The financial director and tw-o 
kidnappers drove a short dis¬ 
tance in another car before he 
was released with the key to 
the boardroom. He returned 
and called police.

Lloyd said that he was ex¬ 
pecting an increase, but the 
new’ rates are too much.

Lloyd said there is a need to

created in ICBC, but we 
shouldn’t try to do this over¬ 
night.” 

He said he had hoped that 
“at least part of the gasoline 
tax would be used to subsidize 
ICBC this year to ease the 
burden on motorists.” 

LLoyd also said he intends 
to press the government for a 
restoration of the territorial 
discount and for a modifica¬ 
tion of this year’s insurance 
rate increase. 

In Vancouver a Bank of 
British Columbia spokesman 
said Sunday the*bank will 
make loans to finance 1976 au¬ 
tomobile insurance for car 
owners who qualify.

Initially it w'as planned to 
build a 124-home subdivision, 
each house on a half-acre lot. 

Approval for the additional 
funds was tentatively given 
by the First National Mort¬ 
gage Co. on June 26, 1973. 

Sometime during the same 
monih, however, Kamil’s re¬ 
quest for further advances 
was turned down on the 
grounds that Block Bros, was 
concerned about the project’s 
feasibility and the political 
climate in B.C. at the time. 

Concern, according to 
Munroe’s judgment, w'as also 
expressed by Block Bros, of¬ 
ficials over the agricultural 
land freeze. 

Block Bros, then said it 
would withhold further financ¬ 
ing until Grouse Nest had reg¬ 
istered a subdivision plan 
with the provincial land regis¬ 
try and future costs of sub¬ 
dividing the property had 
been determined. 

The judge held that it was 
impossible for Kamil to obtain 
final approval for a sub¬ 
division plan at the stage of 
the development. 

Munroe said in his judg¬ 
ment that a contract existed 
between the two parties and 
that Block Bros, “committed 
a breach of contract.”

Violence puts off 
Lebanon elections 


BEIRUT (AP) — Premier 
Rashid Karami said Monday 
that parliamentary elections' 
were being postponed indefi¬ 
nitely because of uncontrolled 
violence and disorder 
spawned by Lebanon’s civil 
war. 

The decision raised the risk 
of a new outcry from left 
wing Moslems, who fear Pres¬ 
ident Suleiman Franjieh will 
use a “constitutional vacu 
um” to prolong his mandate 
expiring in August. 

The 99-member assembly 
has played almost no role in 
the nine months of conflict 
that have -wrecked Lebanon, 
meeting only a few times. But 
it has tlie power to elect the 
next president, and Franjieh, 
a Maronite Christian, is the 
main target of leftist Mos¬ 
lems. Karami is a Moslem. 

Parliament’s term expires 


next month. Karami suggest¬ 
ed it remain beyond that, but 
aid nothing about resolving 
the presidential issue. 

The present parliament 
could elect a new president, 
but this would draw fire from 
leftists, since Christians h-dd 
a 6-to-5 majority and thus 
could pick another president 
to their liking. A goal of the 
leftist Moslems in the civil 
war is to get a larger share of 
political power. 

Karami made his announce¬ 
ment to a group of Lebanese 
newspaper editors as a two- 
week truce appeared to be 
slipping away into renewed 
violence. 

Police reported 47 persons 
remained in the custody of 
Moslem and Christian gun¬ 
men who erected barricades 
and stopped cars around 
Beirut. 


Egypt quizzes 
Russian stand 


CAIRO (Reuter) — Egyp¬ 
tian Foreign Minister Ismail 
Fahmi called -on the Soviet 
Union Monday to explain why 
it did not make up ..Egypt’s 
military losses in its October, 
1973, war wijth Israel. 

He said his government has 
been greatly surprised by the 
Soviet attitude, and added: 
“We cannot imagine that the 
leaders in Moscow want to 
weaken Egypt. 

" ... We want an answer 
on the Soviet Union’s failure 
to make-up our losses during 
the October, 1973, war despite 
what Article 8 of the Friend¬ 
ship and Cooperation Treaty 
stipulated on strengthening 
Egypt’s defence capabilities 
and promoting bilateral mili¬ 
tary cooperation.” 

Observers here said Fah- 
mi’s remarks amounted to ac¬ 
cusing the Soviet Union of 
breaking the treaty between 
the two countries, and also 


might be considered a thinly- 
veiled reminder that Moscow 
should meet its military com¬ 
mitments before Egypt set¬ 
tled its financial debts to Mos¬ 
cow-. 

Fahmi emphasized that the 
treaty existed as long as lead¬ 
ers of both countries consider 
it an effective way to promote 
friendship and understanding.

SAN DIEGO — Two black 
civic leaders say they believe 
the FBI used phony death 
threats to discourage them 
from easing tension between 
the Black Panthers and the 
militant black US organiza¬ 
tion in 1969. 

Leon Williams, San Diego’s 
first black city councilman, 
and George Stevens, now' as¬ 
sistant pastor of Calvary Bap¬ 
tist Church, said that while 
they and other black leaders 
were trying to mediate be¬ 
tween the Panthers and US, 
the FBI warned them that the 
Panthers had “contracts” out 
to assassinate them. 

“I wouldn’t Have thought 
then that the FBI was trying 
to continue making trouble,” 
Williams said. But disclosures 
that the FBI has a program to 
foster and capitalize on the 
Panther-US rivalry shed new 
light on the “threats,” he 
said. 

Williams said that “on at 
least two separate occasions” 
after May, 1969, he was visit-

SYDNEY, Australia (AP) 
— Hundreds of people lined 
up at special information 
counters Monday as a new di¬ 
vorce law went into effect in 
Australia. 

Under the new Family Law- 
Act, the only ground for di¬ 
vorce is irretrievable break¬ 
down of a marriage after a 
12-month separation. Courts 
will offer counselling to cou¬ 
ples w-ho wish it to try to save 
their marriage. But in un- 
, contested cases w here there is 
no dispute over child custody, 
property or alimony, no law¬ 
yer is needed: the divorce 
costs nothing: the initial de¬ 
cree can be granted in six 
weeks; and the divorce be- 
cori^es final a month later. 

Tne old law' recognized 14 
grounds for divorce and per¬ 
mitted immediate dissolution 
of a marriage in cases of 
adultery, cruelty and drun¬ 
kenness. 

Before adoption of the law 
by Parliament last year, op¬ 
ponents proposed more than 
100 amendments and tried to 
get the separation period ex¬ 
tended to two years. A 
spokesman for the Roman 
Catholi^ Church said that the 
legislation would set the insti¬ 
tution of marriage back 2,000 
years. 

Advocates of the Family 
Law Act adipitted that it 
would facilitate some di¬ 
vorces. But they said it would 
also prevent couples from get¬ 
ting immediate divorces by 
falsifying evidence.

According to a three-page 
memo and other documents 
obtained by The Times from 
the Senate intelligence com¬ 
mittee. the FBI took substan¬ 
tial credit for the “high de¬ 
gree of unrest” between the 
two eroups from May through 
August, 1969. 

Israelis start 
a new village 

TEL AVIV (AP) — Israeli 
settlers have begun moving 
into a new' village near the 
ceasefire line with Syria on 
the occupied Golan Heights. 
The move comes despite 
protests last month from U.S. 
State Secretary Henry Kis¬ 
singer that new settlements 
might complicate attempts to 
reach new peace agreements 
between Israel and her Arab 
foes.

Soviet vessel 

AGADIR (AP) — The Mo- 
roccan navy stopped a Soviet 
cargo ship off the coast of the 
Spanish Sahara Saturday and 
discovered a cargo of arms 
aboard the vessel, the official 
Moroccan news agency re¬ 
ported today. It said the ship 
is being held by Moroccan 
auxiliary forces. Destination 
of the arms was not known, 
the report said, but it said 
three Algerian officers were 
aboard the ship.

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The destroyer 


M ORE THAN a WEEK has passed since Prime 
Minister Trudeau told the nation that there 
was no way free enterprise could be made to work 
now or ever again in Canada and that citizens bet¬ 
ter get used to the idea of the government—pre¬ 
sumably under his leadership — taking over every¬ 
thing. 

That, of course, is not how he said it but that 
is what his words meant. And if the true meaning 
of his pronouncement has not yet struck the gener¬ 
al populace then Canadians are even more insensi¬ 
tive or uncaring than the most desperate pessimist 
believes. ^ 

Apparently his party followers and cabinet col¬ 
leagues are quite happy at the prospect — and w hy 
not? After all. they will be pail of his grand design 
to turn Canada into a totalitarian socialist state 
and they will be the rulers. 

Government, he says, must take a larger role 
in limning both the big unions and multi-nationals, 
and in the process Canadian values, habits and in¬ 
stitutions will be transformed. 

One wonders if Mr. Trudeau has been studying 
Mein Kampf and doing a little homework on the 
side with the history of the Third Reich. Hitler too t 
took over the German trade unions and the great 
industries. Hitler too, killed small businesses and 
threw out the old values, habits and institutions. 

There is a chance of course that this bomb Mr. 
Trudeau has dropped on us will turn out to be just 
another dud such as his firm statement a year or 


so ago that “we have wrestled inflation to the 
ground.” 

With Mr. Trudeau’s mercurial temperament 
and uncertain grasp of the situation nothing is 
sure. 

Who, for instance, can forget Mi*. Trudeau's 
impassioned declaration just eighteen months ago 
during the federal election that controls would 
never work? That they never worked in Britain or 
the United States, that prices and imports cannot 
possibly be controlled, that the land was strong and 
had no need for controls? 

And who can forget that this was the issue on 
which he was elected. 

Yet some 15 months later Mr. Trudeau is tell¬ 
ing us that controls are the only thing that can 
save us. They can work, he says. They must work, 
he says. It is the duty of every Canadian to make 
them work. And they will probably last for as long 
as three years. 

Then two months later, as we are about to 
move into 1976, Mi*. Trudeau is before us again. 
Gone is the appeal, gone is the thought of a three- 
year period. Controls might last forever and when 
they come off, if ever, the government will step in 
to take full control of industry and labor. 

It is clear that Mr. Trudeau is no longer capa¬ 
ble of even making a pretence of leading the na¬ 
tion. He has already destroyed our unity as a na¬ 
tion, he is now destroying our confidence in the gov¬ 
ernment and threatens to destroy our institutions 
and our way of life. 

He must go. And before it is too late. 


Before it gets started 


r IAT CHAMPION of the oceans, Jacques Cous¬ 
teau, is diving deeper into political activism to 
save the environment. He says there is sufficient 
evidence that world leaders ‘‘are systematically 
lying about environment ... matters” and he in¬ 
tends to bring the truth to the surface. 

He hopes it can be done through the Cousteau 
Society that was organized less than a year ago as 
a non-profit organization dedicated ‘‘to the protec¬ 
tion and improvement of life.” Besides supporting 
ocean research, the society is working ‘‘to raise the 
consciousness” of the people to the very real 
danger to life in the polluting of the environment 
that is taking place. Perhaps then there will be a 
greater effort to block pollution before it gets stall¬ 
ed. 

Cousteau points out that what is being done 
today to fight pollution is costing ‘‘a fantastic 
fortune” and how much better it would be to use 
the money to stop it at the source. It could be done, 
but he estimates it would take between 5 and 8 per 
cent of world’s income, and because of this it will 
not likely happen: “When you think things out in a 
rational way, you become utopian.” 

Thoughts are turning more to the source, 
nevertheless, and Cousteau should be encouraged 
by the recent passage of legislation at Ottawa 


which, in the words of Environment Minister 
Jeanne Sauve, ‘‘moves Canada further along the 
road from pollution clean-up or rollback toward the 
prevention phase of managing our use of the envi¬ 
ronment.” 

It is the Environment Contaminants Act that 
was enacted finally early last month after a delay 
of more .than a year from its first reading. 

Bill C-25 provides Canada with a new environ¬ 
mental protection tool that is considered to be 
among the most advanced of ititype in the world. 

It gives the federal government the power to 
acquire information about substances that may be 
harmful to human health and the environment, to 
take measures (in consultation with the provinces) 
to prevent or control their use, and to exact penal¬ 
ties for non-compliance. 

The legislation attempts to anticipate potential 
dangers and makes provision for the institution of a 
continuing risk evaluation system at the national 
level, to monitor old and new chemicals being used 
in industry, and adapt control methods to specific 


It is an ‘‘umbrella Haw” that closes loopholes 
in existing regulations, and with fines of up to 
$100,000 or imprisonment for up to two years for 
persons or companies found guilty of not meeting 
the standards, should be effective. 


Nothing new 


Late alarm about ‘new society’ 


Prime Minister Trudeau’s 
talk about a “new society” is 
causing quite a bit of commo¬ 
tion. 

What does he mean? 

A corporate state? Socialist 
regimentation? Some other 
form of collectivism? 

It's interesting to hear these 
questions from presumably 
sophisticated people who for 
seven years saw and por¬ 
trayed Pierre Trudeau as a 
pragmatic ' politician in the 
best Canadian tradition — a 
man for whom ideological mo¬ 
tives and objectives were an¬ 
athema. Suddenly these elite 
soothsayers are gripped with 
fear that something has hap¬ 
pened to the great pragmatist 
that transformed him, virtual¬ 
ly overnight, into an ideologue 
bent on turning Canada into a 
fascist or Marxist state.

The fact of the matter, dis- 
cemable by anyone who took 
the trouble of leading Pierre 
Trudeau’s writings; is that 
our present prime minister 
lfas been an ideologically-mo¬ 
tivated man since his univer¬ 
sity days. For the past seven 
years, as head of an increas¬ 
ingly autocratic government, 
he has been systematically 
putting together a jigsaw puz¬ 
zle of arbitrary rule he calls 
‘‘social change.” 

In its first stages, this 
process, which entails com¬ 
plete re-fashioning of Cana¬ 
da’s economic and socio-poli¬ 
tical structure, had to be con¬ 
ducted surreptitiously under 
such catchy labels as “just 
society” and “participatory 
democracy” so as not to 
alarm too many people too 
soon. By now, having success¬ 
fully conned the electorate 
into returning him to safe ma¬ 
jority position, Mr. Trudeau 
can go about his ideological 
objectives more openly.

Actually, the idea of using 
the previously ridiculed anti- 
inflation program for jus¬ 
tification of all kinds of regu¬ 
latory measures makes fur¬ 
ther playing of the cat-and- 
mouse game with the public 
unnecessary. Mr. Trudeau 
can now talk openly about the 
“new society” he has been en¬ 
visaging all along, and thte

control machinery can be as¬ 
sembled fast instead of in 
seemingly disjointed bits and 
pieces. 

Whether the “new. society” 
Mr. Trudeau has always been 
after is labelled corporate 
state or socialism does not re¬ 
ally matter. The differences 
between what is called fas¬ 
cism and communism are 
negligible compared to the 
fundamental difference be¬ 
tween any of the forms of 
regimented collectivism apd 
democracy. Fascism and 
communism are in fact'totali¬ 
tarian twins. They are so 
alike that the best authorities 
on the subject (e.g., SolzMenit- 
syn) call communism “Red 
fascism” in their striving for 
descriptive precision. 

Even if Mr. Trudeau’s polit¬ 
ical essays were not as clear 
as they are, it wouldn’t .make 


much difference which form 
of big brother rule he was 
after. They all boil down to 
throttling the liberties we take 
for granted under the inherit¬ 
ed economic and political sys¬ 
tem Trudeau seeks to re¬ 
structure.

various disguises until the an¬ 
ti-inflation program gave 
them a virtually free hand, 
the prime minister himself 
never made any bones about 
his intentions.

But perhaps the observer who 
is on the deck and smoking 
his pipe, or drinking his tea, 
sees the Horizon much in the 
same direction and doesn’t re¬ 
alize it. But perhaps he will 
find himself disembarking at 
a different island than the one 
he thought he was sailing 
for.”

Mr. Trudeau could have 
been hardly more frank about 
what he w’as doing and hbw 
he was doing it. He also could 
have been hardly mode con¬ 
temptuous about the “ob¬ 
servers” (let alone the pas¬ 
sengers) on the ship of state. 
He judged them incapable of 
even noticing that he was 
changing the course and tak¬ 
ing tWem to p.nother destina¬ 
tion than they thought they 
were sailing for.

The recent Moroccan peace 
march to take over the 
Spanish Sahara has given 
some Japanese an inspiration 
for solving this country’s long- 
simmering territorial dispute 
with the Soviet Union. 

For the past quarter of a 
century the Tokyo govern¬ 
ment has tried every conceiv¬ 
able diplomatic approach 
short of outright threats to 
win back a necklace string of 
northern Pacific islands oc¬ 
cupied by Russian troops in 
the^ days immediately after 
the Japanese Surrender at the 
end of the Second World War 
in 1945. 

The “Northern Territories” 
issue — involving the islands 
of Habamai, Shikotan, Etoro- 
fu and Kunashiri — has con¬ 
sistently stood as a barrier to 
the signing of a post-war 
peace treaty and closer rap- 
proachement between the two 
close neighbors. 

The Moroccan peace march 
solution is being promoted 
chiefly by Twasuke Sanada, 
chief researcher of the semi- 
government Asian Economic 
Institute. 


In a recent magazine article 
he wrote: “Since Russian 
foreign policy is based on 
power there is a good chance 
to cope with it Japan should 
use some force in response, 
especially the people who 
were forced to leave their 
homes by the Russian in- 
valers, as well as the fisher¬ 
men denied their rights in the 
area. 

“They should launch their 
own peace ‘march’ by boat to 
these islands. But they should 
then go beyond the border 
into Soviet territory. If this 
happens it will involve inter¬ 
national mediation, attracting 
world^wid^ attention. ’ ’ 

Sanada believes now is the 
time for such an action for 
three main reasons: “The 
Russians are involved in so 
many border disputes that if 
there was a fight over the 
Northern Territories it would 
quickly spread to other areas; 
the Russians eagerly want

Japanese economic and tech¬ 
nological assistance, so they 
cannot disregard any strong 
position taken by the Tokyo 
government; there is a strong 
possibility that China, the 
United States and Southeast 
Asian countries will support 
Japan’s position.” 

There are about 16 organi¬ 
zations currently fighting tor 
the return of the four islands, 
and tiie leaders of most have 
reacted with skepticism to 
Sanada’s idea while admitting 
they envy the ease with which 
Morocco w’as able to get its 
way in the Sahara. 

They are sure the Tokyo 
authorities would never per¬ 
mit such an invasion and 
admit to being afraid of end¬ 
ing up in a Russian prison in 
adjacent Siberia, as many 
Japanese fishermen have 
done over the years. 

Over the years the Russian 
response to Japanese plead¬ 
ings has varied. At times 
Moscow has promised to re¬ 
turn Habomai and Shikotan, 
the islands within sight of Ja¬ 
pan’s present northern-most 
outpost Hokkaido, once a 
peace treaty is signed. At 
other times this lias been 
linked to abrogation of the 
U.S.-Japan Security Treaty 
while the most consistent re¬ 
sponse has been that all 
issues arising out of tlie Sec¬ 
ond World War were settled 
by Japan’s signing of the 
1952 San Francisco Peace 
Treaty renouncing all its war- 
gained territories. (The Rus¬ 
sians, incidentally, never 
signed this document.) 

The Northern Territories, 
however, were in Japanese 
hands for many decades be¬ 
fore the war, with original 
settlers’ rights lost in the 
mists of antiquity. 

There is more than simple 
emotional nationalism in¬ 
volved here. Japan’s econom¬ 
ic livelihood is also intimately 
involved. The seas around 
these islands have traditional¬ 
ly provided a significant part 
of Japan's heavy fish diet. 


For this reason Japanese fi¬ 
shermen have been willing to 
risk their lives and freedom 
in the area despite the con¬ 
tinuing bitter WTangle over 
whose territorial waters ere 
being fished. The Russians 
have jealously guarded these 
rights. The foreign ministry in 
Tokyo says that between 1946 
and December 1975 a total of 
1,498 Japanese fishing boats 
were captured and 12.541 fi¬ 
shermen arrested. Sixty-two 
are currently still in Russian 
prisons. 

More serious, 24 fishing 
boats have been sunk in in¬ 
cidents with Russian gunboats 
and 36 fishermen are official¬ 
ly regarded as having been 
drowned. Last year two boats 
were sunk with one man 
confirmed dead and three 
missing. „ 

Because of tire importance 
of the fishing rights, one of 
Premier Takeo Miki’s top ad¬ 
visers. Hirasaw-a Kazushige, 
recently proposed accepting 
Habomai and Shikotan, and 
forgetting about the other two 
islands iap the rest of this 
century in return for negotia¬ 
tions on a fishing pact. 


His proposal w*as immedi¬ 
ately disowned by the foreign 
ministry, which also poured 
scorn on the proposal for a

Despite the Russians’ of¬ 
ficial stand that the issue is 
closed, Foreign Minister Kii- 
chi Myaazawa, on a visit to 
Moscow last January, won a * 
promise that the two govern¬ 
ments would continue to dis¬ 
cuss the Northern Territories 
problem. 

. Tokyo is now waiting for 
the promised visit of Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gro¬ 
myko, so the issue can be 
moved forward. No date has 
yet been set for' this visit, 
prompting a foreign ministry 
source to comment: “No 
doubt he is as reluctant as 
ever to come here, knowing 
full well he is going to get the 
Northern Territories tossed at 
him once again.”

Economic crisis threatens 
Wilson’s hold on leadership

Prime Minister Harold Wilson is facing 
bigger pressures than ever before both from 
within his own Labor Party and from the 
country at large. 

Previously he hhs shown himself to be a 
past master at healing rifts in his perennially 
divided party while steering a moderate 
course between challenges emanating from 
berth ends of the politicall spectrum. But Bri¬ 
tain’s deep and prolonged economic crisis 
and a series of more recent problems have 
combined to threaten his position both as 
leader of the Labor Party and as prime 
minister. 

Despite its victory over the Conserva¬ 
tives in last year’s October general election, 
the Labor Party has not found it easy to 
muster an automatic majority in parliament 
because of the small but growing number of 
Liberal and Scottish and Welsh nationalist 
votes in. t!>e House of Commons. With tile 
recent death of Labor MP Maurice Edelman, 
the Labor government’s majority in fact dis¬ 
appeared. 


This means that if the nationalist and Lib¬ 
eral parties join with the Conservatives to 
test the government, a vote of confidence 
could bring Wilson down. By itself, this situa¬ 
tion is not a major cause for concern for the 
government, because a political artist of Wil¬ 
son’s calibre could normally manipulate the 
smaller parties to block the emergence of an 
opposition coalition. 

But these are not normal times. Although 
it appears that the government’s wage and 
price controls have won the .support of labor 
and industry, Britain’s rate of inflation rate 
is still climbing. At 26 per cent, it is the 
highest of any major western nation. Unem¬ 
ployment, moreover, has passed the million- 
and-a-half mark, which has caused grave 
concern in trade union circles. 


The result is that Wilson is caught in a 
growing cross-fire of criticism from both the 
Conservatives and the left wing of his own 
party. This was dramatically illustrated in 
recent weeks with the controversy over tlie 
government's decision to assist financially 
the ailing British subsidiary of the Chrysler 
Corporation. 

After weeks of agonizing talks with union 
officials and the Chrysler management, the 


cabinet decided to pump more than $300 
million into the company. While the move 
will save approximately 17.000 jobs, it also 
will mean unemployment for at least 8,000 
workers. 

This has resulted in strong criticism 
from the unions, who advocated outright na¬ 
tionalization of the Chrysler holdings. Union 
leaders of the plants that are likely to be 
closed have threatened to occupy the plants, 
which could endanger the whole scheme. At 
the same time. Labor and Conservative 
Party officials have loudly condemned the 
plan, saying it could only prolong the agony 
of Britain’s ailing automobile industry. 


Only a few' w^eks earlier the government 
had unveiled an industrial investment pro¬ 
gram based on toe premise that only the 
strongest of businesses should receive go¬ 
vernment aid since funds given to unprofit¬ 
able concerns would only act to increase toe 
inefficiency of British industry. 

1$’ith the decision to aid Chrysler, it ap¬ 
pears that Wilson has gone back on this pro¬ 
gram and that the long-overdue national¬ 
ization of the industrial sector will have to 
wait. 

The Chrysler decision is only the first of 
a series of difficult decisions that the govern 
ment will be forced to make. Large cuts of 
manpower in both toe nationalized steel in¬ 
dustry and the railroads loom on the horizon, 
and there seems little way that Wilson can 
manoeuvre ft escape strong criticism from 
both flanks. 


Evidence that Wilson’s balancing act is 
losing favor, not only with national leaders 
but with toe general public, is provided by 
recent opinion polls which show tliat Labor 
trails tlie Conservatives by as much as 20 
percentage paints in popularity. Usually op¬ 
position parties poll higher ratings between 
general elections, but gaps in popularity are 
rarely this large. 

How long Wilson’s government will he 
able to hold on to pow’er will depend largely 
on when Mrs. Margaret Thatcher, leader of 
the Conservatives, decides the time is right 
to test the Laborites. 

But Labor supporters claim that the op¬ 
position parties will not risk a direct confron¬ 
tation with the government because in a dif¬ 
ficult period they lack any real alternative to 
Wilson’s pragmatic style of government.

Hard-line Orthodox Jews 
complicate Rabin’s task

A right-wing movement that believes Zion¬ 
ism means tile redemption of all lands God 
promised the Jews has become one ot the 
most potent domestic challenges to Israeli 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin. 

The Gush Emunim, or “loyalistic bloc,” 
wants Israel to formally annex toe occupied 
West Bank of Jordan, w'hich it believes to be 
part of the Promised land. It also says U.S. 
State Secretary Henry Kissiner’s Mideast 
diplomacy is leading Israel to destruction 
through his overtures to tlie Arabs, and it 
charges That as a Jew he is “a traitor to his 
own people.” 

★ * ★ 

Gush Emunim. formed two years ago. is 
led by rabbis and right-wing intellectuals. Its 
rank and file is drawn from toe classrooms 
and campuses of Orthodox Jewry. It is sup¬ 
ported both by the right-wing Likud opposi¬ 
tion in toe Knesset, Israel’s parliament, and 
by some members of Rabin’s own Labor 
party. 

It also has followers in the U.S.. who have 
organized the Friends of Emunim. headed by 
Rabbi Fabian Sclioenfelcf, president of the 
Orthodox Rabbinical Council in N?w York. 

Emunim rejects Rabin’s doctrine of hold¬ 
ing most of the West Bank for bargaining in 
exchange for peace with Jordan. Its leaders 
claim neither Jordan nor any other Arab 
country w'ants peace with Israel. 

Emunim has moved recruits dozens of 
times into the West Bank to establish settle¬ 
ments, only to be expelled by the Israeli

Emunim's main target has been Sebas- 
tlya, in the heart of the West Bank. It failed 
seven times to establish a settlement in the 
ruins of wtoat was the capital of Israel 2,700 
years ago. But an eighth effort, in early 
December, was more successful. After the 
losses Lsrael suffered to the Palestine Libera¬ 
tion Organization PLO in the United Nations, 
public opinion here hardened, and Rabin 


could not summarily expel the settlers with¬ 
out risking a cabinet crisis. 

Rabin compromised, allowing 30 families 
to settle in a nearby army base. But then 
Emunim proclaimed a victory, and Rabin 
threatened to resign when doves in the Labor 
.party assailed the compromise. 

“Jewish settlement is the only alternative 
to a Palestine state” in the West Bank, says 
Emunim leader Hanan Porat. “Forced evac¬ 
uation of the settlers would have been an in¬ 
vitation to the PLO to move in.” 

★ ★ ★ 

Many Israelis express agreement with Ra¬ 
bin’s claim that Emunim "violates all demo¬ 
cratic processes,” and they point to Emun- 
im’s seeming inability to convincingly an¬ 
swer the question of what to do about the 
West Bank’s 620,000 Arabs. 

Emunim adherents say these Arabs can 
become Israeli citizens if toe West Bank is 
annexed, or retain foreign nationality. or 
simply emigrate. But this does not satisfy 
such Israelis as religious scholar Zvi Yaron. 

“All we get in Teply from Gush Emunim 
to the Arab question is a’ vague pseudo- 
prophetic promise that we need not worry 
and that all will be well,” Yaron said. 

★ ★ ★ 

When Emunim moved into Sebastiya, 

Arab students in nearby Nablus rioted. 

Nablus’ Arab mayor complained that Rabin’s 
compromise was “like transferring tubercu¬ 
losis from one lung to the other. They 

shouldn’t be in toe West Bank at all.’’ 

Rabin says that if Emunim was sincere, it 
would send its recruits to areas of the West 
Bank w’hich Israel intends to keep forever, 
rather than to areas that are negotiable for 
peace, like Sebastiya. 

But Emunim’s crusade might be an in¬ 
dication of things to come if Israel reaches 
the stage of choosing between keeping the 
West Bank or trading it for a peace treaty 
with the Arabs. Rabin has pledged not to 
give up any part of the West Bank without 
first holding a general election. It is for that 
test that Gush Emunim is preparing. 


to resist Arab Pressure to 
adopt a moderate tone to¬ 
wards the PLO in the council 
debate. 

Sweden normally is consid¬ 
ered an Israeli supporter but 
its delegation voted recently 
for a UN resolution which in¬ 
cludes, among its many 
clayses, a paragraph equating 
Zionism with racisnT. 

Arab nationalists regard 
j»ast Security Council resolu¬ 
tions on the Middle East as 
outdated since they refer to 
Palestinians in terms of a 
general humanitarian prob¬ 
lem. 


They want a declaration 
that the PLO is the represent¬ 
ative of all the displaced Pal¬ 
estine people. This would tend 
to clothe toe PLO with author¬ 
ity to represent the Pales¬ 
tinians if and when peace ne¬ 
gotiations are resumed ai 
the UN peace conference in 
Geneva. 

For Yassar Aratat, the 
move would help the PLO 
leader maintain authority 
over extremist elements with¬ 
in his own organization. Tlie 
PLO was fonjied in 1964 as a 
sort of umbrella organization 
for a half-dozen Arab guerril¬ 
la groups seeking to drive 
Israelis out of Palestine. 


Some Western diplomats 
privately see some merit in a 
designation of the PLO as 
representative of the PLO as 
representative of the Pales¬ 
tinians. They reason that the 
organization, if clothed with 
respectability and given more 
responsibility, will tend to aci 
with more maturity’ than in 
the past.' 

They also suggest the move 
would tend to isolate extrem¬ 
ists in tlie Palestinian camp 
and lead to a reduction of vio¬ 
lence in the Middle East. 

Israel has said it will not 
deal with the PLO as long as 
it retains as its professed aim 
the destruction of Israel. 
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“We gave her a diary for her birthday, but she said 
it was too late — everything’s happened.”

• On McCloud (NBC), 
Dennis Weaver, wlio plays a 
cowboy detective on assign¬ 
ment in New York City sips a 
glass of champagne with his 
girl friend in a darkened res¬ 
taurant. (Sophistication.) 

• On Maude (CBS), toe 
star of tlie show, while wait¬ 
ing for voting returns to be 
counted on her election night, 
w'alks up to a-bar and ex¬ 
claims: “Give me a double 
anything!” (Humor.) 

• On Good Times (CBS», 
James, the father, downs an 
extra beer after a fight with 
his wife. (Relief from tension 
and depression.) 

This kind of frequent por¬ 
trayal of liquor, officials in¬ 
dicate, can reinforce the pub¬ 
lic’s bad drinking habits; and 
it can give alcohol an accep¬ 
tance in society beyond what 
it would otherwise be.

New chief sees marketing, international exploration on its horizon

OTTAWA (CP) — Maurice 
Strong, the man appointed to 
head Petro-Canada. sees the 
possibility of turning the firm 
into a fully-integrated, mul¬ 
tinational concern. 

Although its top priority is 
exploration and development 
of domestic oil reserves, the 
governed - owned company 
might consider moving into 
refining and marketing as 
well as exploration in other 
countries, he says. 

Strong 8 a id in an interview' 
recently that the government 
was wise to include marketing 
in legislation passed last year 
to set up the company. 

It’s not an immediate prior¬ 
ity “but ultimately it’s dif¬ 
ficult to escape the advan¬ 
tages of integration that 
others have found.” 

A fully-integrated company, 
euch as Imperial Oil Ltd., 
uses its own facilities for ex¬ 
ploration, production and re¬ 
fining through to marketing 
fuel to the public. 

Strong, until December the 
United Nations undersecre¬ 
tary general for environment, 
also says exploration interna¬ 
tionally “is something we 
should look at.” 

Since the country is a major 
Importer of oil and is expect¬ 
ed to increase this reliance in 
the next few years, “perhaps 
it might be logical to own 
some of it,” Strong says. 

Prior to Petro-Canada. the 
(ountry had little opportunity 
for international exploration, 
he says. Most large Canadian 
companies are subsidiaries of 
the multinationals which 
didn’t wnnt them competing 
with parent companies for 
world reserves. 

Strong, chairman and pres¬ 
ident 'of the company, says 
that despite cuts in its pro¬ 
posed budget last summer 
and the government’s policy 
of spending restraint, he still 
expects Petro-Canada to get 
$1.5 billioft-oyer five years as 
originally promised. 

That funding he said, would 
be in addition to government 
investment of $300 million in 
the Syncrude Canada Ltd. oil

Consumer Affairs Minister 
Andre Ouellet has been asked 
to appear before Justice 
Mackay In Montreal on Thurs¬ 
day to show w’hy he should 
not be charged with contempt 
of court for remarks he made 
concerning the decision. 

Ouellet said Dec. 19 he 
would ask the justice depart¬ 


ment to appeal the case. 

The decision to appeal was 
made by Basford, who was 
consumer affairs minister 
when the decision to place the 
charges was made. 

The companies charged 
were Redpath Industries Ltd., 
Atlantic Sugar Refineries Co. 
Ltd., and St. Lawronce Sugar 
Ltd., which was jointly 
charged with SISR Holdings 
Ltd. 

They were charged with 
conspiring with one another 
and with 14 other companies 
to fix sugar prices in eastern 
Canada’s six provinces from 
1960 to 1973 and to lessen com¬ 
petition in those provinces in 
that period.

152-pagq judgment on several 
points, including his conclu¬ 
sion that the companies 
weren’t breaking the law with 
a tacit agreement to share the 
sugar market. 

Justice Mackay said that 
while the agreement existed, 
the Crown hadn’t shown that 
the object was to unduly pre¬ 
vent or lessen competition. He 
said the refiners were only 
trying to avoid a price war. 

The Crown said the three 
companies operated alone in 
eastern Canada until a fourth, 
Cartier Sugar Ltd., was ru¬ 
mored to be entering the mar¬ 
ket. The refiners then alleged¬ 
ly tried to keep Cartier out by 
refusing to buy sugar from 
countries wliich sold to Car- 
tier, mainly South Africa. 
Cartier opened but was unpro¬ 
fitable and now is owned by 
Steinberg’s * Ltd., a super¬ 
market chain. 

Mr. Justice Mackay said 


there was no evidence the 
companies had tried to keep 
Cartier out. 

Ouellet said on the day of 
the judgment that he thought 
it was a disgrace. 

Eigtft days later he w'as or¬ 
dered to appear before Mr. 
Justice Mackay to explain 
this and other remarks, de¬ 
scribed in a citation as “false, 
abusive, Intemperate and rep¬ 
rehensible.”

Meat price: ‘little change’ 


OTTAWA (CP) — Meat 
prices are expected to remain 
"fairly static" despite the re¬ 
moval last w'eek of quotas on 
American beef imports, the 
director of the agriculture de¬ 
partment’s livestock division 
said today. 

Frank Payne said this is 
because Canadian exports to 
the United States consist 
mainly of cow beef while im¬ 
ports are largely special cuts 
such as steaks. 


When the quotas were lifted 
Dec. 31, Agriculture Minister 
Eugene Whelan said the move 
cleared the way for restora¬ 
tion of normal beef trade. 
Two-way trade in live animals 
was restored last August. 

That came a year after 
President Gerald Ford 
slapped quotas on shipments 
of Canadian beef, veal, hogs 
and their products into the 
U.S. in retaliation for Cana¬ 
da’s imposition of beef quotas. 


The United States now has 
a meat import law which ba¬ 
sically would implement man¬ 
datory controls if American 
trading partners exceed vol¬ 
untary export quotas. 

Although freer movement of 
animals and meat might be 
expected to increase supply, 
and theoretically mean re¬ 
duced prices, this will not be 
the case. 

Payne said imports from 
the U.S. are destined mainly 


for the restaurant market, 
which ctomands special cuts. 

"If somebody wanted a car¬ 
load of loins and T-bones, he’d 
have difficulty getting it from 
our suppliers,” Mr. Payne 
said, explaining that Canadi¬ 
an processers prefer to sell by 
the side. 

The American system, be¬ 
cause of its size, was able to 
supply the special cuts and 
absorb the rest of the animal 
with no difficulty.

He said he had been doing 
research in solar cooling for 
the last eight years and had 
problems getting government 
agencies interested in supply¬ 
ing research funds. 

E. P. Cockshutt, energy 
project co-ordinator for the 
National Research Council, 
said about $1 million should 
be provided for research this 
year. The money should in¬ 
crease solar research in Can¬ 
ada to three to four times the 
present level, he said. 

Dr. Swartman left Saturday 
for a month in Florida, where 
he will be a consultant t6 the 
University of Miami, which is 
designing a solar cooling sys¬ 
tem for a school. 

Frank Hooper, a University 
of Toronto mechanical engi¬ 
neer. said the United States 
used a higher proportion of its 
energy * supplies for cooling 
than Canada did. Some places 
In the U.S. require cooling 
nine months of the year, but 
the figure in Canada is about 
two to threee months, he said.

A Victoria clergyman is 
protesting recently announced 
increases in auto insurance 
rates with a 122-name petition 
that asks the Social Credit 
government to make a more 
gradual increase and-or pro¬ 
vide for instalment payments. 

Rev. John Travis of Centen¬ 
nial United Church sent the 
petition Monday to Premier 
Bennett, Pat McGeer, and the 
cabinet minister responsible 
for ICBC. 

It was signed Sunday fol¬ 
lowing the church's 11 a.m. 
service, after Travis and 
church execute e membetrs 
drew it up that morning. 

"Theme was no compulsion 
to sign it. I just read the peti¬ 
tion from the 'pulpit and in¬ 
dicated I had already signed 
it,” he said. 

"I felt shocked at the exces¬ 
sive rate of increases. 

"There’s no anti-party point 
of view, howrever,” said 
Travis. 

"It’s a concern for people 
who will be badly hurt — pen¬ 
sioners, people on the mini¬ 
mum wage, fixed-income peo¬ 
ple, and small companies 
such as taxi companies." 

"I’m also worried aboct 
people who sell cars." 

The reaction came after the 
new Socred government’s Fri¬ 
day announcement that insur¬ 
ance rates would be more 
than doubled, the premiums 
to be paid ih full by March 1. 

The petition asks both that 
provision be made for pay¬ 
ment by instalment, and-or 
that a gradual rate hike 
should be imposed by the gov¬ 
ernment. 

"They’re trying to clear the 
wiiole thing at once.” he said. 
‘‘You can’t undo mis¬ 
management (of ICBC) over¬ 
night." 

The petition says the in¬ 
crease "will work an unbeara- 
ble hardship on those at or 
near the poverty line.”

VIENNA (UPI) - Or¬ 
ganizers of the 197G Olympic 
Winter Games opening Feb. 4 
at Innsbruck have called an 
emergency meeting for today 
to discuss emergency mea¬ 
sures against a dangerous 
shortage of snow. 

“If it doesn’t snow* until 
Tuesday, we will hold an 
emergency meeting**'to start 
bringing snow Onto the Olym¬ 
pic tracks.” said Karl Heinz 
Klee, secretary’ general of the 
Olympic organizing commit¬ 
tee. 

Klee’s statement coincided 
with the cancellation on the 
weekend of women’s and 
men’s World Cup ski races at 
Pfronten, West Germany, and 
Garmisch Partenkirchen, 
West Germany, because of an 
almost complete lack of snow. 

“We are not in the least 
worried that we won’t be able 
to stage the Olympics proper¬ 
ly.” Klee said. “But we will 
have to do something about 
the snow’ shortage unless we 
get new snow soon.”. 


The last snow tails in Inns¬ 
bruck were recorded early 
November. The Olympic ski 
tracks were still In good 
shape until two days ago 
w’hen the warm wind melted 
away most of the old snow 
layer. 

The worst hit track is the 
men’s downhill run on the 
Patscherkofel where tWe wind 
has blown off almost all snow 
in an exposed stretch some 
300 metres after the start. 

The middle part of the 
men’s downhill track is still in 
good shape but the last few 
hundred metres before the 
finish need a new layer of 
snow’, Klee said. 

“But we will have no prob¬ 
lems to bring sufficient snow 
onto these tracks,” Klee said. 
“Army trucks and private 
firms will be at our disposal 
in case of need.” 

Klee said it will cost the or¬ 
ganizers 5,000,000 Austrian 
schillings (5275,000) to bring 
the snow from the adjoining 


mountains to the Olympic 

tracks. 

“This is still cheaper than 
removing superfluous snow 
from the streets of Innsbruck, 
“Klee said. “But of course w r e 
would prefer Innsbruck to 
look white rather than gray 
during the Olympics.”

His 
career record is 49 victories, 
eight losses, including two to 
Muhamad Ali in 1973 and in 
1975, and one draw. 

“Boxing was a sport which 
I never liked but which I 
learned to love,” he said in 
announcing his retirement. 


“That love died after the Ali 
fight. I received good offers 
worth a lot of money after 
that, but money was never my 
prime object in boxing. 

“I did everything I set out 
to do, but failed at the end. I 
could not take the final step, 
which was to win the world 
heavyweight title.” 

During his eight years as a 
professional, the 224-pound, 
six-foot-four Bugner won the 
British and European heavy¬ 
weight titles, both which he 
later relinquished, but his 
dream of becoming world 
champion finally foundered in 
the steamy Kuala Lumpur 
heat last July when Ali easily 
outpointed him.

PARIS (Reuter) — The 
French sports daily L’Equipe 
has named American Arthur 
Ashe as the number one 
tennis player in 1975, ahead of 
Bjorn 'Borg of Sweden, Jimmy 
Connors of the United States 
and Manuel Orantes of Spain. 


Buffalo Sabres felt they 
were defending the prestige of 
professional hockey when 
they defeated Wings of the So¬ 
viets, 12-6, in Buffalo Sunday, 
the official Soviet news 
agency Tass said Monday. 

In its English-language re¬ 
port on the game, Tass said of 
the American-based team of 
Canadians: “They put up 
powerful play, realizing that 
the whole prestige of profes¬ 
sional hockey was at stake.” 

The Tass report said the 
National Hockey League 
teams whom the Wings of the 
Soviet have still to meet also 
look set to beat the Soviet 
team. 

The Wings of the Soviet, 
who earlier beat Pittsburgh 
Penguins 7-4, will play two 
more games against NHL 
teams, Chicago Black Hawks 
Wednesday and New York Is¬ 
landers Sunday. 

The Tass reporter paid trib¬ 
ute to the Sabres — “They 
were aggressive and fast, tak¬ 
ing shots at the Soviet goal 
from even the most difficult 
position. 

“Wings of the Soviets were 
caught unawares by such 
pressure and speed. Many of 
them admittedly felt lost. 

“Their passes were inaccu¬ 
rate, the defence made 
errors, often leaving unat¬ 
tended attackers of the oppos¬ 
ing team who swooped in to 
drive home passes.” 

The Tass writer concluded 
that some of the Soviet 
players were overconfident 
after their team’s victory 
over the Penguins and after 
watching Los Angeles Kings 
beat Buffalo, 9-6, Jan. 1. They 
were not impressed l>y Buffa¬ 
lo’s performance in that game 
and became complacent, he 
said. 

Sabre coach Floyd Smith 
said following the game that 
crunching body checks by de¬ 
fenceman Jerry Korab and 
hard work by the Buffalo de¬ 
fence paved the way to victo¬ 
ry. 

“It was just a great all¬ 
round team effort,” said 
Smith. “We’ve been working 
hard for the last 10 days and 
we worked hard today. T think 
maybe we’ve finally broken 
out of our slump.” 

* Smith couldn’t say he was 
surprised at the outcome. 

“We knew from watching 
the Montreal game on 
Wednesday that we had to 
check them down the centre. 
We did that for most of the 
game and we made fewer 
mistakes than we have in a 
long time.’’ 

Smith agreed that the Sovi¬ 
ets didn’t have good goaltend¬ 
ing. 

“No. not tonight they didn’t. 
But they did have super goal¬ 
tending in that game at Mon¬ 
treal.” 

Wings’ coach Boris Kulagin 
also admitted to the weakness 
of his goaltending. When 
asked what the Soviet Olym¬ 
pic team would do for a back¬ 
up to Vladislav Tretiak, out¬ 
standing for the Soviet Army 
team against Montreal Cana- 
diens, he said the Russians 
have a couple of good ones 
back in Moscow. 

Aleksandr Sidelnikov gave 
up the first five Buffalo goals 
before he was benched in the 
second period. Alexander Ky- 
likov replaced him. Kvlikov 
cave up two goals before Si¬ 
delnikov was put back in. - 
Kulagin said hp took Sidel¬ 
nikov out to give him time to 
think. 

The Sabres were particu¬ 
larly effective in bumping the 
Soviet club off the puck and 
some good body checks by 
Korab against Alexander Ya¬ 
kushev slowed the highly- 
regarded Soviet left winger. 

“We knew we had to slow 
down the big guy, Yakushev,” 
said Smith. 

“Jerry caught him with a 
couple of good checks early in 
the game and T think that 
made a difference.”

The program will provide 
certification for coaching at 
various levels and will there-* 
by establish standards. for 
coaching that are recognized 
across Canada. 

Participation in the pro¬ 
gram is voluntary. It is al¬ 
ready operating in Ontario, 
Saskatchewan, Nova Scotia, 
Alberta and Quebec. 

"The main intention is to 
ensure that there are quali¬ 
fied coaching instructors and 
coaches in every part of the 
province,” an official said. 
"This prgram will stand or 
fall on the quality of instruc¬ 
tion and we’ve taken lots of 
time here getting a good list 
of instructors.” 

A group of about 150 B.C. 
instructors began their train¬ 
ing program last September. 

Instructors are available to 
teach groups with a minimum 
of 20 participants after a 
sponsoring group or organiza¬ 
tion applies to the leisure ser¬ 
vices branch. After the appli¬ 
cation is approved by the 
branch, the sponsoring group 
receives a list of instructors, 
selects its own instructor 
from the list, and receives 
from the branch whatever 
-funds are necessary for the 
program. 

Students at Level One will 
be charged $10 for 16 hours of 
instruction consisting in films, 
written material, and group 
discussion — all of which is 
guided and supervised by the 
instructor. 

Level One is aimed primari¬ 
ly at the community league 
coach. Levels Two and Three 
are more advanced and also 
are funded by the provincial 
government. Levels Four and 
Five r national and interna¬ 
tional, are handled by the fed¬ 
eral government. 

Level Two courses will be 
available in September. Level 
Tree, Four and Five courses 
will be available later. 

Response to the program 
has been enthusiastic and al- 
"ready 40 sports organizations 
are participating. B.C. univer¬ 
sities are interested in the 
courses and probably will 
offer Level One courses to. 
non-specialist physical educa¬ 
tion teachers, with Level Two 
courses eventually becoming 
part of curriculum. 

Courses will be held early 
in the year at Nanaimo, Dun¬ 
can, Port Alberni, Terrace, 
Dawson Creek, Prince 
George, Kamloops, New West¬ 
minster and Vancouver.

DALLAS (AP). - Dallas 
Cow-boys got their Super Bowl 
orders Monday: Work. 

Less than 24 hours after 
they shocked Los Angeles 
Rams, 37-7, for the National 
Conference title, coach Tom 
Landry had his troops on the 
practice field preparing for 
the National Football 
League's American Confer¬ 
ence champion Pittsburgh 
Steelers. 

Less he be likened to a pris¬ 
on road gang chief, Landry 
had « special surprise for his 
team which bounced back 
from an 8-6 season into the 
Super Bowl. 

He gave them Tuesday and 
Wednesday off. 

"There’s nobody who works 
any harder on this team them 
coach Landry, so we don’t 
mind,” said fullback Robert 
Newhouse. "Coach Landry 
has had red eyes Ml year, and 
you know it comes from work. 
He doesn't drink.” 

Landry’s drive has been ohe 
of the keys to the success of 
the first wild-card team to 
-ever play in a Super Bowl. 

After Dallas was eliminated 
from post-season play in De¬ 
cember, 1974, for the first 
time in eight years. Landry 
was at his desk the next day 
working on his 1975 plans 
w-hich included installation of 
the Shotgun formation for 
scrambling quarterback 
Roger Staubaeh. 

The elusive Staubaeh* 

played one of the best games 
of his seven-year professional 
career Sunday, throwing four 
touchdown passes. 

Because he did, and be¬ 
cause Preston Pearson caught 
three of Staubach’s throws for 
touchdowns, and because the 
Dallas defence was unrelent¬ 
ing, the upstart Cowboys 
romped into Super Bowl X. 

The former Heisman 
Trophy winner from Navy hit 
Pearson on touchdown throws 
covering 18, 15 and 19 yards 
against a dishevelled Los An¬ 
geles defence. And when he 
couldn't find a receiver, Stau- 
bach carried, seven times for 
54 yards. 

Pearson a year ago played 
for the Pittsburgh Steelers’ 
Super Bowl champions. Now 
he’s going back to Super Bowl 
X with the Cowboys to face 
the Steelers, victors by 16-10 
over Oakland in Sunday’s 
American Football Confer¬ 
ence championship game. 

"I called him to see if he 
would play for the Cowboys,” 
Landry said of acquiring 
Pearson on waivers just be¬ 
fore the start of this season. 

"I was hurt emotionally 
when they called and I actual¬ 
ly was not interested in foot¬ 
ball when Dallas called me,” 
Pearson said. But in this title 
game, he scored the three 
touchdowns, caught seven 
passes for 123 yards and 
rushed seven times for 20 
more in the one-sided victory 
over the frustrated Rams. 

One of Pearson’s three 
touchdown grabs was a leap¬ 
ing, diving effort that gave 
the Cowboys a 21-0 halftime 
lead. Dallas went on to lead 
34-0 in the third quarter. 

Staubach’s other touchdown 
throw covered four yards to 
Golden Richhrds, who caught 
the ball without a Ram being 
anywhere near hint. 

That catch was typical of 
the Rams futility. Their re¬ 
ceivers dropped key passes 
early in the game, their 
ground attack was limited to 
a sickly 24 yards, their de¬ 
fence could not solve Stau¬ 
bach’s scrambling ways. 

Dallas, overlooked by many 
at the start of the season, had 
opened with an 18-7 victory 
over Los Angeles which 
Landry described as "our key 
game of the campaign.” 

The Cowboys, with a 10-4 
record, reached the playoffs 
as *the wild card of the NFC

with a 10-4 record, the best of 
the second place finishers in 
the three divisions. Then they 
upset Minnesota 17-14 and 
now the Rams to become the

It will mark the third ap¬ 
pearance for the Cowboys and 
also the third for Preston 
Pearson, who previously 


reached the title game with 
Baltimore and Pittsburgh. 

Coach Chuck Knjx of the 
Rams, who all appeared frus¬ 
trated and shocked in their 
dressing room after the game, 


said: "They whipped us ail 
the way and in every way. 
They took us out of the game 
early and we never could try 
the things we wanted to offen¬ 
sively.” 


Aching Steelers howl-hound 
after surviving turnovers 


PITTSBURGH (AP) — 
Lynn Swann, the Pittsburgh 
Steelers’ premier wide re¬ 
ceiver, remained in hospital 
with a concussion Monday 
and his status for the Super 
Bowl on Jan. 18 was not 
known. 

Swann was carried from 
Three Rivers Stadium on a 
stretcher Sunday after being 
hit by Oakland Raiders safety 
Jack Tatum. The collision oc¬ 
curred after Swann, a^econd- 
year pro, had caught a 
23-yard pass from Terry 
Bradshaw. 

A spokesman for the Na¬ 
tional Football League club 
said Swann was still undergo¬ 
ing tests and would probably 
be released today. 

Bradshaw also suffered a 
mild concussion in the 16-10 
Steelers victory and had to 
leave the field late in the 
American Conference playoff 
game, while tight-end Larry 
Brown suffered a bruised 
hand, defensive-end Dwight 
White pulled a hamstring and 
wide-receiver Frank Lewis 
had a bruised shoulder. 

But the spokesman said 
none of the injuries were be¬ 
lieved too serious, and all 
those players were expected 
to be completely healed for 
the NFL championship game 
at Miami against Dallas Cow¬ 
boys. 

While coach Tom Landry 
sent the Cowboys through a 
workout in Dallas Monday, 
the Steelers took the day off. 

"It was a playoff game and 
we’re a playoff team,” said 
safety Mike Wagner, who in¬ 
tercepted two passes in Sun¬ 
day’s game. "We just got to¬ 
gether and did a number on 
them." 

Wagnen, relaxing in a whirl¬ 
pool bath, typified the relaxed 
Steelers. There were no 
bursts of cheers, no cham¬ 
pagne. 

"The hitting out there was 
typical of a Pittsburgh- 
Oakland game,” said middle- 
linebacker Jack Lambert, 
who set a playoff record by 
recovering three fumbles. "I 
got particular satisfaction out 
of beating Oakland because 
they ar so good.” 

Coach Chuck Noll echoed 
the sentiment. 

"It was the hardest hitting 
game we were in all year,” 
he said. "The defence played 
particularly well and gave the 
offence the opportunities it 
needed. 

"I can’t think of a team 
that deserves a second Super 
Bowl more. These people did 
everything they had to do, got 


the best record which gave us 
the opportunity to play both 
playoff game? at home." 

Bradshaw guided two se¬ 
cond-half touchdown drives on 
a frozen field and in a stiff 
wind with a chill factor of 
minus 24 degrees Celsius 
which was blamed, at least 
partly, for 12 turnovers, seven 
by the Penguins. 

But despite the turnovers, 
the defending champions still 
had enough to win the AFC 
title for the second straight 
'year and earn a spot in the 
Super Bowl. 

Before securing the victory, 
the Steelers had to hold off a 
last - second Oakland threat. 
The Raiders scored on a 
George Blanda field goal with 
12 seconds remaining, reco¬ 
vered the ensuing" on-side 
kickoff and completed a pass 
deep in Pittsburgh territory. 
But the clock ran out on the 
team that always seems to 
lose when it counts most. 

It was the eighth time in 
nine seasons that the Raiders 
were knocked from title con¬ 
tention after earning a playoff 
berth. 

The Steelers, 3-0 leaders at 
the half on Canadian-born 
Roy Gerela’s 36-yard field 
goal, got the game’s first 
touchdown on the second play 
of the fourth quarter when 
Franco Harris bounced out¬ 
side, broke a tackle by rookie 
comerback Neal Colzie and 
sped untouched down the side¬ 
lines on a 25-yard scoring run. 

The Raiders countered with 
a quick drive capped by a 
14-yard touchdown pass from 
Ken Stabler to Mike Siani.

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Vanishing channels, rate hikes on CRTC list

A Victoria Cablevision Ltd. 
move of Seattle's Channel 7 
off the regular cable spec¬ 
trum, a CBC television station 
for Victoria, and higher fees 
for Victoria Cablevision and 
other Island cable firms will 
be sought next month from 
the Canadian Radio-TV Com¬ 
mission. 

These were the main items 
in an expanded agenda issued 
Dec. 29 by the CRTC, but not 
received in Victoria until 
Monday, for a commission 
hearing Feb. 5 and 6 at The 
Empress which will set the 
tone for Greater Victoria 
cable viewing for years. 


A first agenda issued Dec. 
18 and published in Victoria 
daily newspaper advertise¬ 
ments showedonly licence re¬ 
newal applications from Vic¬ 
toria Cablevision, radio sta¬ 
tion CJVI and the Port Ren¬ 
frew TV rebroadcasting sta¬ 
tion, plus the bid of CHQT Ed¬ 
monton Ltd. to buy CKDA and 
CFMS. 

The new list shows Victoria 
Cablevision will seek an in¬ 
stallation fee of $25 and a 
monthly tariff of $6 compared 
with the present $15 and $450. 

Urban Cablevision will seek 
the same $25 and $6 levels. Its 
present fees are $15 for in¬ 
stallation in Langford, $25 for 


installation in Sooke and $5 a 
month in both areas. 

Saanich Cablevision of Sid¬ 
ney, North Saanich and Cen¬ 
tral Saanich will ask $6 a 
month and $15 installation for 
the first 150 feet aerial and 
first 100 feet underground. Its 
present rates are $5 a month 
and a flat $15 for installation. 

Elsewhere, Saltspring Ca¬ 
blevision of Ganges will seek 
♦a rate increase to $25 for in¬ 
stallation and $8 a month 
from $19 and $6. North West 
Community Video of Nanaimb 
will ask $25 and $6 from the 
present fees of $15 and $5. 

Campbell River TV wants 
to increase its monthly fee to 
$5.50 from $4.75 while Telesis 


of Gold River and Tahsis 
wants to cut its Installation, 
fee of $50 to $10 and raise the 
niv»nthly fee to $13.50 from $7. 

Victoria Cablevision will 
ask pel-mission to show a new 
Vancouver private TV station, 
due to open next fall, on 
Channel 7 while KIRO is 
moved to a mid-band area. To 
see this area, viewers must 
buy or lease a converter 
which is said to retail at be¬ 
tween $50 and $100. 

Apparently to increase pub¬ 
lic interest in mid-band, the 
cable firm also wants to start 
mid-band channels showing 
public information, public 
access, municipal services, 
senior citizens, adult educa¬ 


tion, provincial affairs and 
“actor’s show'case.” Details 
of these were not given. 

Ihe agenda for.. ...a CRTC 
hearing Feb. 3 and 4 in Van¬ 
couver includes an application 
for a CBC # French-language 
TV station in the Vancouver 
area. Approval seems certain 
and it may even be on the air 
before the new' private station 
slotted for cable Channel 7. 

CRTC rules require cable 
firms to give priority to Cana¬ 
dian channels and the French 
station would mean at least 
one more U.S. station would 
go to mid-band. 

A Colonist story a month 
ago which said such “bump¬ 
ing” was possible prompted 


circulation of a protest peti¬ 
tion which drew more than 
500 Greater Victoria signa¬ 
tures before its originator. 
Mrs. Sybil Bateman, died sud¬ 
denly Dec. 10. The petition 
will go to the CRTC "hearing. 

The expanded agenda did 
not specify which U.S. station 
would be moved by Victoria 
Cablevision when the French 
station starts. But bioadcast- 
ing sources have said Chan¬ 
nels 4 or 11, or both, may be 
affected. 

Two applications going be¬ 
fore the CRTC in Vancouver 
from Lower Mainland cable 
firms are for moves of Chan¬ 
nels 7 ai)d 11 to make room 


for the private and French 
stations. 

The long-expected CBC bid 
for a Victoria TV station men¬ 
tioned only use of Channel 10 
and video power of 160,000 
watts. Its appearance is not 
likely for two or three years 
but, when it appears, one or 
more U.S. channels may join 
the mid-band group. 

As the expanded agenda 
reached Victoria, broadcast¬ 
ing began again Monday on 
Channel 13 — but not on ca¬ 
bled sets. The transmitter left 
when KTVW went broke in 
1973 was bought by a Tacoma 
area public-education* station 
which turned the on switch 
Monday morning. 


Victoria Cabtevlsion gener¬ 
al manager Len Charlish said 
his firm would seek details of 
the new Channel 13 programs 
and might show it in the mid¬ 
band area. 

No one was sure when the 
first move of a U.S. channel 
to a mid-band would be made. 
But the sources said it was 
not probable until summer at 
the earliest.

market conditions on arrears 
or a more effective and im¬ 
mediate remedy than the four 
year long tax sale procedure. 

Young said the total of un¬ 
collected taxes at the end of 
1975 had doubled in a year to 
almost $1 million. 

About $150,000 ol this total 
was carried over from 1974. 

Young said these arrears 
were “principally trom major

Saanich council Monday ap¬ 
proved retroactive pay in¬ 
creases to council members, 
with two dissenters. 

Final reading of the bylaw 
passed by a 5-2 margin with 
aldermen Mary Casilio and 
Maurice Johnson casting, neg¬ 
ative votes. 

Three letters objecting to 
the indemnity increases were 
read to council before passage 
of the motion, and three al¬ 
dermen spoke out before 
Mayor Ed Lum had the final 
word. 

Mrs. Casilio told council she 
would be voting against the 
measure because of the retro¬ 
activity and not the actual in¬ 
crease itself. 

Aid. Sandy Noel said his 
assessment of public reaction 
indicated more “for” than 
“against” the increase. 

Aid. Fred Severson remind¬ 
ed council that he proposed 
the Union of B.C. Municipal¬ 
ities be asked to look into the 
possibility of a "third party” 
determining increases and 
amounts.

sonnel to keep close tab on 
telephone reaction to the in¬ 
crease and that more callers 
were in favor than against.

Lum said, adding 
that he had worked at his job 
full time since becoming 
mayor and put in 60 to 65 
hours a week on council busi¬ 
ness. 

Council also adopted a re¬ 
port from the municipal solic¬ 
itor regarding the Domestic 
Animal Protection Act which 
recommended peace officers 
and the pound inspector, be 
given the authority to destroy 
vicious dogs. 


The spectre of sharply 
higher property taxes or strin- 
g e n t belt-tightening was 
raised Monday as councils in 
Greater Victoria’s four core 
municipalities took office. 

A recurring theme was the 
hoj>e for better relations with 
and rriore revenues from the 
‘ provincial government. 

Victoria property owners 
w’ere warned of a possible 25- 
per-cent hike on their tax bills 
this year by Mayor Michael 
Young in his inaugural 
address. 

Young said the $38.4-million 
provisional budget introduced 
and tabled following his 
address represented an in¬ 
crease amounting to about 12 
mills over last year. He 
blamed much of the increase 
on wage and salary hikes. 

Young said the provisional 
budget w-as introduced early 
so that council could give 
staff direction in cutting 
costs. 

Young hinted at the need 
for a program of replacing 
the city’s storm drain and 
sewer systems. It was the 
only major expenditure allud¬ 
ed to in an address that called 
for b elt-tightening all around . 

Shelve Crystal 

The estimated $2.7-million 
renovations to the Crystal 
Garden would be shelved, Ac¬ 
cording to Young. 

“. . . The restoration.of the 
Crystal Gardens is a lifeury 
which the city can ill afford at 
the present time on a cost- 
benefit basis,” he-sraid. 

If restoration isn’t started 
immediately through other fi¬ 
nancing. according to Young, 
the building will soon deterio¬ 
rate beyond restoration. 

The new mayor said money 
from the tax sale account 
would be better applied to im¬ 


mediate reconstruction of the 
city’s Garbally Road mainte¬ 
nance yard. 

Other building proposals 
squeiched by Young for at 
least the coming year were a 
city-financed conference 
centre, arts centre and nap 
central library facility. 

Young said the initiative for 
a conference centre should 
come from the tourist in¬ 
dustry and possibly be devel¬ 
oped in conjunction with a 
major hotel. 

An arts centre, he said, 
“must be a long-term objec¬ 
tive” and “in the current era 
of restraint, should not be im¬ 
posed as a burden upon mu¬ 
nicipal tax resources.”

Assuming a new library 
agreement was reached be¬ 
tween participating munici¬ 
palities, Young said, “It is es¬ 
sential to develop a new cen¬ 
tral library facility within the 
course of the next five years." 

Possible further belt-tight¬ 
ening was evident when 
Young questioned “the stag¬ 
gering costs” of developing 
and operating recreational 
and cultural facilities com- 
—pared with supjxjrt of existing 
recreational societies such as 
the YM-YWCA. 

E s q u i m a 11 Mayor Art 
Young also predicted skyrock¬ 
eting property taxes “unless 
Premier Bennett’s govern¬ 
ment fulfills its election prom¬ 
ise of a larger share of the 
• provincial revenue to the mu¬ 
nicipalities.” 

Young later said Esquiqialt 
propery owners could face an 
increase of almosl 20 per cent 
on their tax bills unless other 
revenue was found. 

”1976 is going to be a very 
difficult year financially, ahd 
yet w-e have priority needs 
which must be met,” he sajg. 


Top priority, he said, must 
go to construction of the pub¬ 
lic safety building, for which 
financing had yet to be deter¬ 
mined. 

The second priority, accord¬ 
ing to Young, is an improved 
drainage system. 

“Improvement in the storm 
sewer system must be started 
and money allocated this year 
in order to commence an im¬ 
provement program over sev¬ 
eral years,” he said. 

Significant 

Describing 1975 as a frus¬ 
trating year because of labor 
strife, Mayor Ed Lum * of 
Saanich termed 1976 a signifi¬ 
cant year in the 70-year his¬ 
tory of the municipality in his 
inaugural speech. 

Lum said decisions made by 
council this year would not 
only control and manage 
Saanich’s growth, but deter¬ 
mine its very existence as an 
autonomous local government 
authority. 

“By the terms of the official 
regional plan," Lum said, 
“Saanich is asked to produce 
an official community plan by 
November of this year. 

“Saanich council and staff 
sincerely support regional 
planning and wants to be a 
good member of the regional 
family, but it does not wish to 
be a poor relative, responsible 
for taking the bulk of residen¬ 
tial growth and its attendant 
high senicing and adminis¬ 
trative costs, while being de¬ 
fied a fair share of the com¬ 
mercial-industrial tax base 
returns of the region, without 
some other compensating rev¬ 
enue.” 

Lum said he hoped the new 
provincial government would 
recognize the hardships of 
municipal governments and 
pay them their “full and 
rightful” taxes on provincial 
lands and buildings.

One solution for lessening 
the tax burden, according to 
Young, would be for the prov¬ 
ince to find an alternate 
source of revenue for educa¬ 
tion and welfare costs.

Saanich Peninsula residents 
will have the laugh on their 
urban neighbors when mill 
rates are set later this year. 

As core municipalities 
brace themselves for bad 
news, the three mayors of 
Central Saanich, North Saan¬ 
ich and Sidney are expecting 
to hold the line on their bud¬ 
gets. 

North Saanich Mayor Paul 
Grieve put it most succinctly: 
“I. and a couple of others on 
tMs council, will be carried 
out of here kicking and 
screaming before we sanction 
a big increase.” 

Sidney Mayor Peter Mal¬ 
colm said he would be sur¬ 
prised at anything above a 
one-mill increase, since every 
alderman on council had run 
on a platform of fiscal respon¬ 
sibility. 

And while Central Saanich 
Mayor Jean Butler was reluc¬ 
tant to predict mill rates, she 
said council was holding the 
line on the budget with the ex¬ 
ception of some increases to 
cover salary increases. 

“The provincial government 
is doing the assessments so 
we don’t yet know what the 
municipal assessment will be, 
and not knowing the value of 
a mill, we can’t yet set a mill 
rate,” she said. 

Grieve said he is reluctant 
to make too many predictions 
on mill rates.

The only change to come 
for 1976 will be a more re¬ 
laxed atmosphere at council, 
as aldermen prepare to carry 
on meetings without resort to 
official parliamentary rules. 

Grieve said his is a small 
council, in a small municipal¬ 
ity, and the only rules neces¬ 
sary will be those to ensure 
that resolutions are correctly 
dealt witH from a legal stand¬ 
point. 

There will be no limit to the 


length of time an alderman 
may speak, or on the number 
pi times. It will also be possi¬ 
ble to debate a motion to 
table. 

Meanwhile, in Central Saan¬ 
ich Butler said she doesn’t in¬ 
tend to seek re-election for 
another term. She has already 
served 2 l A years as mayor. 

In her inaugural address 
she looked forward to seeing 
some solution to jieninsula 
problems during 1976. 

A report is due on the 
ground water supply in the 
peninsula within the next few 


weeks, she said, and the com¬ 
munity plan for the munici¬ 
pality is also due shortly. 

Meanwhile, she pointed out. 
the three municipalities were 
working together to get a rec¬ 
reation complex built, and the 
new acute care hospital for 
thV? peninsula will be started 
this year.

Oddly enough, this turned 
out to be the question of the 
day in Victoria Monday. 

The answer, of course, is 
Brian Mulroney. And despite 
the fact the name hasn't ex¬ 
actly become a household 
word on the West Coast, the 
man who possesses it sees 
himself as a front-runner in 
the federal Conservative 
party leadership race. 

So, for that matter, do some 
notable political pundits, in¬ 
cluding Ottawa-based colum-^ 
nist Douglas Fisher. 

Mulroney, in Victoria on his 
third cross-country swing in 
search of support, emerged as 
a man in a hurry. - 

He wants first to grab the 
Tory leadership in February, 
then to plant his Irish- 
Canadian smile behind the 
desk in the prime minister’s 
office. 

In a luncheon address to the 
Victoria Gyro Club, Mulroney

West journalist 
dies aged 75 


William David Stovel, a 
long-time western Canadian 
journalist, has died at the age 
of 75. 

During his career, Stovel 
worked for such newspapers 
as the Calgary Albertan, 
Toronto Globe, Regina Star, 
Regina Leader-Post and the 
Saskatoon Star-Phoenix. 

Bom in Stratford, Ont., in 
1900, he joined the Albertan 
as a reporter in 1929, worked 
briefly for the Toronto Glol)e 
and then editor the weekly 
Twin City Press in Fort Wil¬ 
liam, Ont. 


In Regina he was assistant 
editor, night editor and tele¬ 
graph editor of the Leader- 
Post, did some reporting for 
the Star-Phoenix, and served 
a s Saskatchewan corre¬ 
spondent for Time magazine. 

On his return to Alberta, 
Stovel twice won awards as 
editor of the weekly Wetaski- 
win Times. He was a copy ed¬ 
itor at the Journal from 1957 
to 1967 when he retired. 

Stovel is survived by his 
wife, Edna, of Victoria; a son, 
Rohald, of Royston, and a 
daughter, Mrs. Bonnie Na- 
cioch of Edmonton. 
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Minister Trudeau to call an 
election. 

There was a bit of a hollow 
ring to the challenge because, 
as Mulroney admitted during 
an interview, he doesn’t ex¬ 
pect Trudeau to do any such 
thing. 

“I don’t believe an election 
will be called in the next little 
while,” Mulroney said, “be¬ 
cause the Liberals have a ma¬ 
jority and they would get 
clobbered.” 

A fluently-bilingual Mon¬ 
treal lawyer with a good tele¬ 
vision imagff and just the 
right blend of charm and po¬ 
litical know-how, the 36-year- 
old Mulroney is reported to 
have strong Tory support in 
his native Quebec. 

He sees this as a definite 
asset to'anyone aspiring to the 
Conservative leadership. 

“French-speaking Canada 
has for generations been the 
Achilles heel of the Conserva¬ 
tive party,” he told the Gyro 
Club. “The next leader, I be¬ 
lieve, should be able to com¬ 
municate as easily and freely 
with the seven million French 
Canadians as he does with the 
rest of Canada. 

“I am convinced the re¬ 
sponse to such an appeal will 
be favorable. It is vital to the 
future of our party and our 
country.” n -* 

He opposes the two-nation 
theory and special status for 
Quebec, but says his beliefs 
haven’t hurt him on his home 
grounds. 

In painting a gloomy pic¬ 
ture of Canada’s economy, 
Mulroney said: “Wc are all 
sitting on a time bomb which 
will cause grief and hardship 
to ^1 Canadians when it ex¬ 
plodes.” 

He referred to wage in¬ 
creases in the secondary man¬ 
ufacturing area that are dou¬ 
ble those in the United States 
and productivity that has in¬ 
creased at less than half the 
rate. 

Mulroney called for the cre¬ 
ation of a national productiv¬ 
ity council which, he said, 
should be given top priority 
by government, management 
and labor. Such a council, he 
said, should establish stan¬ 
dards for measuring produc¬ 
tivity, reassess present tariff 
arrangements and recom¬ 
mend necessary changes in 
personal and corporate in¬ 
come tax. 

“If we are to enjoy a high 
standard of life we must real¬ 
ize the gravy train has 
stopped,” he said. 

His travels across the 
country have convinced him 
there is a “sense of dismay 
abroad in this land.” 

To underline this, he point¬ 
ed to reports that Canada 
leads all nations in the west¬ 
ern world “in benefits to non- 
employees” and that it has 
lost more man-hours per capi¬ 
ta to labor disputes than any 
other industrial nation except 
Italy. 

“We are now reaping what 
we have sown. We have be¬ 
come the homogenized soci¬ 
ety. 

“A nation of builders — in¬ 


novative, vigorous and daring 
is being transformed into the 
land of the timid, a docile, 
uninspiring place where life is 
tolerable because it is direct¬ 
ed from on high by those who 
know best — the bureaucrats 
in Ottawa.” 

Mulroney said he rejects 
the homogenized society — 
“both the one we have now 
and the amplified version pro¬ 
mised by Mr. Trudeau on • 
New Year’s Eve.” 

Attacking Trudeau’s anti¬ 
inflation program, Mulroney 
said: “His concept of Canada 
dulls the initiative, encour¬ 
ages sameness, restricts per¬ 
sonal expression and. gently 
but surely, it limits Individual 
freedom.” 

He peppered his audience 
with figures pertaining to in¬ 
creasing inflation and unem¬ 
ployment and pointed out that 
Canada may spend $40 billion 
in 1976 and have a deficit of 
more than $5 billion. 

Of Trudeau, he Said: 

“He says the system does 
not work. Let hfim now tell us 
clearly of the kind of system 
he proposes. And let him then 
call a general election. The 
people will decide. 

“As leader of the Progres¬ 
sive Conservative Party of 
Canada, I would welcome an 
immediate opportunity to 
meet Mr. Trudeau head-on on 
this fundamental issue.” 

Mulroney accused Trudeau 
of engaging in “tinkering and 
tomfoolery with our entire 
economic process.” 

While he didn’t say as 
much, he was in agreement 
with Canadian Labor 
Congress president Joe 
Morris on one theme — that 
under the Liberal govern¬ 
ment, Canada’s heading into 
a state-controlled economy. 

Mulroney also called for an 
immediate review of the uni¬ 
versality concept. 

Pointing out that about 60 
per cent of national govern¬ 
ment expenditures are in such 
areas as unemployment insur¬ 
ance, pensions and family al¬ 
lowance, he said: 

“Any civilization which 
respects itself admits to its 
basic responsibility of provid¬ 
ing for its members who are 
in need. But few civilizations 
have achieved greatness by 
treating all its member as 
needy. That is why I seek an 
immediate review of the uni¬ 
versality concept.”

South Africa 
switches on 


JOHANNESBURG (AP) — 
South Africa joined the tele\1- 
sion age Monday night with 
its first full country-wide 
broadcasts after more than a 
decade of controversy over 
the possible corrupting influ¬ 
ence of the electronic medi¬ 
um. 

An estimated one million 
viewers watched the state- 
supported South Africa Broad¬ 
casting Corp.’s “switch-on” 
more than a quarter of a cen¬ 
tury after TV arrived'in most 
of the industrialized West. 

About 250,000 television sets 
were sold in the last six 
months of 1975, and officials 
estimated four viewers 
watched each set for the five- 
hour opening broadcast . 

For most. South Africans, 
however, the excitement over 
the “box” has little meaning. 
The white-ruled country’s 18 

million impoverished blacks 
in urban townships and the 
rural homelands or reserves 
have no electricity in their 
homes even if they could af¬ 
ford a TV set. 

A color set v/ith a 26-inch 
screen, the most popular 
model, costs about $1,000. 

The service is bilingual, 
with half of the viewing time 
devoted to English programs 
and the other half made up of 
shows in Afrikaans. South 
Africa’s other official lang¬ 
uage. 

First-night programs includ¬ 
ed the Bob Newhart show im¬ 
ported from the United States, 
a local variety show', pro¬ 
grams fcfr children, the Paris 
Symphony Orchestra playing 
Chopin, news, preview's of 
shows to come, a statement 
by Prime Minister John 
Vorster and a religious sign- 


SABC-TV officials estimate 
that more than $100 million 
has been invested in the tele¬ 
vision service, including an 
imposing broadcasting centre 
in Johannesburg. In addition, 
about $500 million has been 
sfient to purchase programs 
and films from Europe and 
the U.S. * 

No commercials will be al- 
lowed initially, although 
SABC-TV officials say adver¬ 
tisements will eventually be 
introduced to ease costs. 

The network officials say 
they hope to open a second 
television channel by 1980 
aimed specifically at the 
black majority. There are 
about four million whites in 
South Africa. 

This is expected to be fol¬ 
lowed by the creation of a 
third channel so there can be 
one channel in English, one in 
Afrikaans—which evolved 
from 17th century Dutch—and 
one for blacks. 

It was more than four years 
ago that the government gave 
in to public pressure and de¬ 
cided to introduce TV in South 
Africa. 

For years the government 
resisted what Albert Hertzog, 
former minister of posts and 
telegraphs, scathingly called 
the “little bioscope.” 

Hertzog and others felt tele¬ 
vision was a morally corrupt¬ 
ing influence in a land domi¬ 
nated by Calvinist religious 
thought. There were also 
fears that television would 
somehow lead to racial in¬ 
tegration. 

Now, critics of the govern¬ 
ment fear it may be used for 
propaganda and that news 
may be slanted in favor of the 
Afrikaaner-dominated govern¬ 
ment. , 


BIRMINGHAM, Mich. 
(UPI) — A typographical 
error apparently caused Rev, 
Robert Marshall to preach an 
extra 10 hours in his success¬ 
ful attempt to preach a record 
nonstop sermon. 

Marshall, minister of the 
Birmingham Unitarian 
Church in this Detroit suburb, 
ended his pulpit marathon 
Saturday after preaching for 
60 hours and 31 minutes.

It was that record the Uni- 
tarian-Universalist World re¬ 
ported as 60 hours and 25 min¬ 
utes. ^_.

set the record, he stopped.

Opponents hit 

at Gandhi 
muzzle laws 


NEW DELHI (AP) — 
Prime Minister Indira Gand¬ 
hi’s political opponents cri¬ 
ticized her policies publicly 
Monday for the first time in 
more than four months as the 
Indian Parliament opened a 
four-week session. The prime 
minister defended her govern¬ 
ment. 

“The way the opposition has 
been gagged and the way cen¬ 
sorship hasbeen imposed has 
been very'painful to see.” 
said Samar Mukherjee of the 
Marxist Communist party. 

“The role of parliament has 
been eroded, particularly that 
of the opposition, and there is 
a danger that parliament will 
be turned into a mockery.” 

He urged that the rights of 
the members, and particu¬ 
larly of the opposition, “will 
be in no way maim^l. muti¬ 
lated and in particular 
gagged.” 

Leaders of other parties op-' 
posed to Mrs. Gandhi and her 
governing Congress party 
made similar comments. 


Jet captors 
surrender 

MANILA (AP) — Two gun¬ 
men peacefully surrendered 
early today, ending a nearly 
12-hour siege at Manila air¬ 
port during which they held 
219 persons captive aboard a 
jetliner in a vain bid for free 
passage to Japan. No one was 
hurt. 

Philippine government 
broadcasts said the identities 
and nationalities of the hi¬ 
jackers were still unknown, 
but a Japanese diplomat who 
took ptart in the negotiations 
said they were Filipino 
brothers, aged 18 and 24, and 
that the older one carried an 
airport identification card. A 
freed crew member, purser 
Zenichiro Watanabe, said the 
hijackers claimed they want¬ 
ed to “study in Japan.” 

Military sources said the hi¬ 
jackers had demanded ano¬ 
nymity in return for giving 
up, and Japan Air Lines of¬ 
ficials in Tokyo said other 
conditions were “special for¬ 
giveness and pardon” and 
“better living conditions.” 

It was not known whether 
the Philippine government 
met these demands. 


Mrs. Gandhi told the law¬ 
makers it ha(\ been her gov¬ 
ernment’s “constant endeavor 
to preserve parliament’s au¬ 
thority and to enlarge its ca¬ 
pacity to deal with prob¬ 
lems.” But she said some ir¬ 
responsible members in the 
past had abused the protec¬ 
tion offered by legislative 
privilege and had, as a result, 
weakened parliament. 

“Strength grows through 
self-restraint,” said Mrs. 
Gandhi. "Men and institutions 
decay if they neglect their re¬ 
sponsibility and think only of 
rights.” 

The session was opened by 
President Fakhruddin Ali 
Ahmed with the traditional 
speech prepared by the gov¬ 
ernment. His reading of the 
speech was boycotted by most 
of the opposition members as 
a protest against the state of 
emergency Mrs. Gandhi had 
the president proclaimed June 
26, the widespread jailing of 
opposition politicians and the 
continuing press censorship. 
Anti-government comments in 
Parliament are among the 
things that the Indian press is 
not allowed to report. 

The opposition members re¬ 
turned to the session after 
Ahmed finished speaking. 
They occupy only about 100 of 
the 523 seats in the lower 
house, but Socialist leader N. 
G. Goray said it was the first 
time since independence in 
1947 that the anti-Congress 
parties operated as a single 
bloc.

The Soviets also have called 
for an end to outside interfer¬ 
ence in Angola, but both the 
Kremlin and Washington pre¬ 
sumably aimed their declara¬ 
tions at each other. 

British Conservative parlia¬ 
mentarian Peter Walker told 
the Rotary Club in Worcester. 
England, Monday that if An¬ 
gola falls to the Soviet Union 
the danger to Britain would 
he greater than shortly before 
the Second World War'when 
Italian dictator Mussolini oc¬ 
cupied Ethiopia and Nazi dic¬ 
tator Hitler seized Czechoslo¬ 
vakia.

U.S. firm set to build SST 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
The president of Tiara Oil Co. 
announced Monday night he 
has selected the McDonnell- 
Douglas Aircraft Cb. of St. 
Louis to’ develop a privately 
funded supersonic jet trans¬ 
port to compete witW the Con¬ 
corde SST constructed by the 
French and British. 

The official, Kenneth Gas¬ 
kin, said McDonnell-Douglas 
had not been notified of its 
selection or agreed to the 


project, but he expected an 
acceptance. The private SST 
development also hinges on a 
long-term agreement on dis¬ 
count fuel prices from some 
unnamed nations of the Orga¬ 
nization of Petroleum Export¬ 
ing Countries but Gaskin said 
We hoped the pacts would be 
signed within three months. 

Tiara, of Gladwyne, Pa., 
plans to gather the entire $7 
billion in capital for the se¬ 
ven-year project from the sale 


of Middle East crude dil. He 
said the company plans to 
buy oil at discount prices, re¬ 
fine it into aircraft fuel and 
sell the product at the going 
market rate, using the dif¬ 
ference for SST development. 

His announcement came as 
the British and FrencW gov¬ 
ernments concluded a hearing 
before Transportation Secre¬ 
tary William Coleman which 
they hope will result in per¬ 
mission to land their newly 
developed Concorde at two 


Chile calls torture claim 
campaign of slander 


SANTIAGO (AP) — Foreign Minister Pa¬ 
tricio Carvajal has told the British foreign of¬ 
fice that allegations by Dr. Sheila Cassidy 
that she was tortured by Chilean authorities 
are “totally unfounded and malicious.” 

In a note to the foreign office made public 
Monday, Carvajal said that in making the ac¬ 
cusations of torture. Dr. Cassidy has joined a 
“campaign of slander against Chile that is 
directed by Soviet ccfrnmunism and its 
allies.” 

“It is surprising and lamentable that the 
British government has given credit to these 
injurious accusations,” the note added. 

Dr. Cassidy, a British physician, was held 
for 59 days by Chilean authorities, who ac¬ 


cused her of aiding leftist guerrillas. After 
repeated complaints by the British govern¬ 
ment that she was being held without formal 
charges, the military government released 
her Dec. 29. 

When she arrived in London on Dec. 30, 
she told reporters she had .been tortured by 
her captors. Britain then efted home its am¬ 
bassador to Chile and requested an investiga¬ 
tion by Chilean authorities. 

“In this respect, I can inform you that a 
thorough examination of the background 
shows that those charges are totally unfound¬ 
ed and malicious, and therefore my govern¬ 
ment rejects them decisively,” Carvajal said 
in his note.

Tiara is an aerospace firm 
specializing in aviation and 
rocket space fuels. A special 
division was formed to work 
on the SST program, which 
Gaskin said has been under 
research since 1971 when 
Congress turned down a pro¬ 
posal to fund development of 
an SST by tHe Boeing Corp. 


TEL AVIV (AP) - Resi¬ 
dents of Israel’s Red Sea re¬ 
sort of Eilat lifted a blockade 
Monday that had trapped 
about 5,000 tourists after the 
government agreed to con¬ 
tinue operating Biblical-era 
copper mines. 

Life returned to normal 
after a two-hour meeting be¬ 
tween Haim Bar Lev, com¬ 
merce and industry minister, 
and striking airport and har¬ 
bor workers. A workers ’ 
spokesman said they had ac¬ 
cepted the minister’s promise 
not to close the mines until 
suitable jobs are found in 
Eilat for the mine workers. 

The town residents had put 
up blockades t6 protest the 
planned closure of the mines, 
which date from the time of 
King Solomon and have been 
mined by the modern Israelis 
since 1950. 

Tempers still were High ear¬ 
lier Monday as a shouting 
crow*d of townspeople prevent¬ 
ed Bar Lev for more than 90 
minutes from negotiating with 
the striking airport and har¬ 
bor workers. 

Meanwhile, on the desert 
road leading into Eilat, cop¬ 
per miners removed heavy 
earth moving machines which 
had been blocking the road 
since early Monday. 

The town of 20,000 called a 
general strike after a govern¬ 
ment committee decided Sun¬ 
day to close the Tirnna copper 
mines because of a 59-million 
operating loss. 

Several hundred tourists 
who were scheduled to leave 
the town by plane Monday left 
by bus after the roadblock 
was lifted. Others sat around 
their Eilat hotels or on the 
beaches. EverjRWng was re¬ 
ported closed except food 
stores. 

Israel’s parliament planned 
a debate today on the mines, 
which employ 700 men.

STOCKHOLM. Sweden 
(UPI, — A new* storm bat¬ 
tered Scandinavia Monday 
with hurricane - force winds, 
snow, rain, thunder and light¬ 
ning in the wake of a weekend 
tempest w’hich wreaked death 
and destruction in Britain and 
western and central Europe. 

Seven persons died in the 
new storm when their fishing 
boat capsized early Monday 
off the island of Senja in 
northern Norway. A coast 
guard spokesman said the fi¬ 
shermen were lost "with no 
hope of finding any alive.” 

The death toll from 
Europe’s two worst storms of 
the season rose to a probable 
79 Monday night with the re¬ 
port from the Dutch navy thal 
aboyt 19 sailors reported 
missing since Saturday were 
now “feared dead.” 

A Dutch naval spokesman 
at the Schvenigennaval 
search and rescue head¬ 
quarters said * "crew of the 
two vessels distressed in hur¬ 
ricane force winds in the 
North Sea “are missing and 
we are afraid they are feared 
dead by now."

Garden notes 


As you probably know by 
now, I am devoting most of 
our column space at the mo¬ 
ment to the care of various 
Christmas gift houseplants. 

I do mis partly because so 
many letters come in request¬ 
ing this information, and part¬ 
ly because I have a “thing” 
about, plants — I suppose you 
could call it a phobia for it 
hurts me to see or hear of 
these lovely living gifts suf¬ 
fering pointless and unneces¬ 
sary death through ignorance 
or improper care. 

★ ★ ★ 

To my mind, the loveliest— 
and certainly the most expen¬ 
sive — of our winter-blooming 
potted plants is the azalea. 

It was first discovered 
growing in its wild form on 
the windswept slopes of 
Mount Kirishimi in Japan."’ 

However, our modem 
plants have been^ so hybri¬ 
dized, cross-bred' and im¬ 
proved, little resemblance re¬ 
mains to the humble original 
Japanese wilding. 

★ ★ ★ 

Keep in mind always that, 
in nature, this plant is a 
dwarf evergreen shrub, for 
this fact gives us several very 
important clues as to its 
proper culture. 


First, because it is a woody 
shrub, you do NOT cut it 
down after blooming' as you 
would, say, a chrysan¬ 
themum. 

Second, because it is ever¬ 
green, you do NOT dry it off 
and rest it, as with cyclamen 
or a poinsettia. You just keep 
it going all year round. 

The plant prefers full sun¬ 
shine in winter, light or par¬ 
tial shade in summer. 

At this time of the year it is 
happiest in a room which is a 
little on the cool side, ideally 
aroung 15 degrees C., with 
ample ventilation but without 
sudden drafts or cold chills, 
for these cause bud-dropping. 

★ ★ ★ 

The most difficult part of * 
azalea culture indoors is the 
watering^ Not that it needs 
any more or any less water 
than other, plants, but it is 
usually fussy as to what 
KIND of water it is given. 

It has a profound dislike for 
the chlorine, fluorine, lime, 
sodium and other alkaline 
salts found in most water sup¬ 
ply systems, so if you get 
“scale” in your teakettle, 
your domestic water is a slow 
poison to this particular plant. 

About the only really safe 


way to water it is with rain¬ 
water, melted snow, or fridge 
or freezer defrostings. Boiling 
the tap water does NOT re¬ 
move the unwanted alkaline 
salts. 

★ ★ ★ 

The frequency of watering 
needs soniQ thinking about, 
too. 

Your plant, when it comes 
frm the florist, will be potted 
in a soil mixture containing a 
very high proportion of peat 
moss; such a mixture, qnce it 
is allowed to dry out, .is dif¬ 
ficult to moisten again 
tlioroughly — the water runs 
right through. 

If, then, by accident or 
neglect, your plant should be¬ 
come bone dry, your best bet 
is to submerge pot and soil in 
a bucket of water until no 
more bubbly rise to the sur¬ 
face. 

In general, try to maintain 
the soil evenly but only just 
barely moist, never soggy wet 
or dust dry, and don’t allow 
drainage water to remain in 
the saucer. 

★ ★ ★ 

Some feeding is beneficial 
and a good diet for this plant 
is to feed once a week with a 
very weak fertilizer solution. 


alternating from straight am¬ 
monium sulphate one week to 
a brand name fertilizer for 
houseplants the next. 

This could be Hyponex. 
RX-15, Rapid - Gro, Alaska 
Fish or the like. 

The idea of using am¬ 
monium sulphate in the alter¬ 
nate weeks is to maintain the 
potting soil in a slightly acid 
condition, which is one of the 
specific needs of the azalea. 

★ ★ ★ 

Some pruning of the tiny 
flowering shrub will be neces¬ 
sary to maintain a pleasing 
size and shape, and the rule 
here is — little and often. 

Keep snipping away at the 
soft green branch tips, with 
scissors or even with a sharp 
thumbnail, whenever they 
grow too long and threaten to 
spoil the symmetry of the 
plant. There is no closed sea¬ 
son on this kind of pruning. 

In the spring, when the 
weather warms up, your plant 
will benefit by going outdoors 
for the summer, although this 
is not strictly necessary. 

Sink the pot up to its rim in 
a spot where it can enjoy a 
little morning shunshine but 
where it will be shaded 
through the hottest part of the 
day.

I’ll tell you, the medical establish¬ 
ment really bristles when you start to 
question one of its sacred canons in 
public. My recent piece about the doc¬ 
tors’ sad lack of education in nutrition 
brought out the troops in full force. 

For one thing, there is much less 
uniformity of belief in such matters 
than we are led to think—mainly be¬ 
cause research in nutrition (and pre¬ 
ventive medicine generally) has not 
kept pace with the tremendous invest¬ 
ment of time and money in research on 
therapy. 

Consider, for example, the enor¬ 
mous sums spent’ investigating cancer, 
and the melancholy fact that the cancer 
rate has risen dramatically in the last 
few decades, despite all the money and 
effort poured into it 

★ ★ ★ 

The medical profession itself, despite 
Its ponderous show of deliberateness, is 
too often quick on the trigger when its 
hand should still be on the safety-catch. 
The cholesterol scare of the last few 


years provides an illuminating exam¬ 
ple. ' * 

Because of a few tentative studies 
that seem to implicate cholesterol 
levels in some heart attacks, most doc¬ 
tors (who are almost wholly ignorant of 
nutrition) have put heart-prone patients 
on low’-cholesterol diets. 

Yet there is no proof of any sort that 
a one-to-one relationship exists between 
the intake of cholesterol and the in¬ 
cidence of teart attacks. 

* ★ 

From my extensN'e reading in the 
subject, and from all the diverse re¬ 
ports I can gather, the cholesterol 
charge is not merely unproven — it is 
more mythical than real, and can do 
more harm than good if it withdraws 
such highly nutritious food as eggs from 
diets that are already wildly unbal¬ 
anced. 

The problem with the nutrition scene 
is that because the orthodox medical 
education has paid such relatively little 
attention to it, the field has been invad¬ 


ed and overrun by nuts and cranks of 
various sorts, who do hoodwink the pub¬ 
lic tor„ their own fanatical or commer¬ 
cial motives. But this is invariably w'hat 
happens when you leave a vacuum — 
hot air rushes in to fill It. 

No doubt the public is victimized by 
food-nuts who do make excessive and 
even fraudulent claims; but they art 
able to do this successfully only be¬ 
cause the conventional channels of in¬ 
formation preach blandly about a "bal¬ 
anced diet” while ignoring the plain 
fact that it is as rare as the “average 
man,” who exists only in statistical 
tables. 

it it ★ 

We are now beginning to find that 
even the incidence of stomach cancer, 
for example, varies markedly with the 
kind of diet that predominates in a 
given aiiea, such as grains or meat, or 
fish. One suspects that a demographic 
study .of diets around the world might 
tell more about who gets what and why 
than anything we have come up with 
-yefc-

A new anti refreshing book 
containing 13 short stories on, 
bridge has been published by 
G.P. Putnam’s Sons of N.Y.C. 
(edited by E.R. Cole and 
James Edwards). The stories 
were w-ritten in the past by 
some of the most imaginative 
authors of our time and I 
offer today's Jiand as an ex¬ 
ample. 

Ernst T. Theimer writes 
about the exploits of Andro- 
cles Mac-Thick and his game 
in an Australian bridge club. 
The interesting phenomenon 
was that in this club and on 
this night (once a month) the 
Rev. IvS. Bulcon played and 
Rev. Bulcon never held any 
clubs! Naturally this made 
for quite a duplicate, game 
but since everyone knew it. 
the game was on fairly even 
terms. 

Since West knew’ that East 
(Rev. E.S. Bulcon) was void in 
clubs, he saw no future in that 
lead and chose the diamond 
nine instead. 

“MacThick won the dia¬ 
mond ace and quickly 
counted six clubs, two dia¬ 
monds. a heart and two 
spades for 11 tricks. A begin¬ 
ner might try the heart 
linesse for the 12th trick, but 
a better player would not 
take the gamble. He would 
rather lead the king and jack 
of diamonds, forcing out the 
queen. This would establish 
the diamond 10. but 
nevertheless to his pain and 
sorrow, he w-ould not make 
the hand.” 

What was the gimmick? 
MacThick caught nimself in 
time and realized that the 
Reverend was out of clubs 
and therefore the suit was 
bound to block. 

‘‘So MacThick took die only 
chance and at triclc two, 
before even a single fatal 
round of clubs, he lea a small 
heart and finessed the queen. 
The expert had taken the 
beginner's play, but for good 
and sufficient reason. The 
heart ace was cashed ahd a 
club led to dummy’s ace. 
Dummy's heart 10 was play¬ 
ed and declarer discarded

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Controversial\ yes—but not radical 

Schools are for the children 
not the other way around

John Young, former prin¬ 
cipal of Campbell River High 
School, will admit he is a con¬ 
troversial figure in education' 
but says flatly that he is not a 
radical. 

“My views on education are 
wrongly interpreted as radi¬ 
cal,” Young said emphatical¬ 
ly in an interview Monday. “I 
am not, by any stretch of the 
imagination, a radical. 1 am a 
humanist.” 

Young, who barely missed 
gaining a seat on Greater Vic¬ 
toria school board Nov. 15, 
said he would definitely run 
again this year and he expect¬ 
ed to become a trustee this 
time. 

He finished fifth in a field of 
12 and the four seats up for 
grabs went to incumbents 
Peter Bunn. Dr. Harold 
Knight and Daphne Temple 
and a former trustee, Lavinia 
Greenwood. 

Young was fired Aug. 30, 
1972, (the day the New' Demo' 
cratic Party defeated the So 
cial Credit government at the 
provincial polls) by the Camp¬ 
bell River school board over 
the provincial government’s 
removal of accreditation from 
the high school, a move 
Young calls purely political. 

He recalls receiving the 
telephone call from the school 
board secretary-treasurer at 
the election committee room 
of the NDP, which he sup¬ 
ports. 

Young’s views on education 
are clear, precise and pro¬ 
claimed for all to hear. He 
wants a shift in emphasis to 
the elementary grades, not 
the secondary level; he wants 
far more action to help chil¬ 
dren with learning disabili¬ 
ties. and he is vehemently 
against a return of the strap 
to schools. 

The last point w as brought 
up, in Campbell River, during 
the Dec. 11 provincial election 
campaign by now-premier 
William Bennett, confirming 
Young’s assessment that 
there was nothing in the 
Socreds’ campaign “which led 
me to believe education was 
important.” 

On the other hand, he called 
the NDP’s record on educa¬ 
tion “enviable” and listed the 
5754 million education budget 
for 1975-76, community col¬ 
leges, the new Universities 
Council, reduction of pupil- 
teacher ratio, elimination of a 
construction freeze and in¬ 
creased access to secondary 
education through summer- 
work programs as prime ex¬ 
amples. 

After what he termed the 
“political^philosophical prob¬ 
lem” in Campbell River, 
Young spent close to a year 
as a free ombudsman at the 
up-Island centre, became a 
consultant-adviser to the B.C. 
Association of Non-Status In¬ 
dians for the better part of a 
year, and operated the John 
Young Consultant Service for 
education in Vancouver for 
about six months before final¬ 
ly moving to Victoria. 

He has turned a hobby in 
mechanics into a business, 
buying the local franchise 
rights for an auto-supply 
chain and becoming the com¬ 
pany’s president and general 
manager. 

He frankly says that his 
years out of' education have 
hurt him emotionally and con¬ 
cedes that perhaps bis strong 
views and beliefs led to his 
ouster. 

“I am by no means bitted in 
anv shape or form,” Young 
added, “but T believe that the 
proper way for the education¬ 
al establishment to handle one 
of its strongest critics is to 
debate publicly the ideas and 
issues and to discredit the 
views, not to exclude me from 
the establishment. I am ready 
to debate these ideas.” 

He has been a professional 
educator for 25 years. 16 of 
them as a principal and 
teacher in the B.C. system, 
and three years as chief ad¬ 
viser on native primary edu¬ 
cation to the government of 
Sarawak. He has also been a 
prominent public speaker and 
writer in the field. 


Chlorine 

search 

doubtful 


Almost a year ago, four 
railway tank cars loaded with 
chlorine fell from a barge 
while being towed from Squa- 
mish to MacMi 1 lan-Bloedel’s 
pulp mill at Powell River. 

Despite several searches for 
the potentially dangerous 
chlorine, transport ministry 
officials still don’t know 
where the cars came to rest 
after they broke loose last 
February. 

A department spokesman in 
Vancouver said Monday that 
nothing would be done until 
spring, and then only if 
search equipment was made 
available. 

MacMillan-Bloedel, which 
owns the 340 tons of liquid 
chlorine, worth an estimated 
$500,000, and F1VTC Chemicals 
Ltd., owner of the cars, have 
said they are not interested in 
financing salvage work. 


He is proud that in his 
seven years as principal at 
Campbell River, not one 
member of his staff, which 
has reached 35 in number, 
ever resigned out of dissatis¬ 
faction to teach elsewhere. 
This was during' a time when 
up to 40 or 50 per cent of 
teachers in any district were 
on the move. 

“I have conservatives and 
traditionalists viewing me 
with fear and alarm,” Young 
observed. “The modern, liber¬ 
al teacher is very sympathet¬ 
ic to and supportive of many 
of my views.” 

One of his strong beliefs is 
that the school has a moral 
obligation to operate in a 
manner suited to the learning 
interests and abilities of the 
child. 

“Schools .should conform to 
the children, not the other 
way around.” 

He said the Greater Vic¬ 
toria school system, like the 
majority in the province, was 
not designed, administered 
and operated to answer the 
needs of children. 


He pointed to what he re¬ 
gards as the main evidence of 
the weakness of the system: 
45 per cent of all students ei¬ 
ther drop out or fail before 
graduation from high school. 

“Children have a right to be 
happy in school,” Young 
stressed. 

He said he did believe in 
discipline — self disciplint — 
and that the strap was not 
only not thel answer, but 
wrong. 

“It never did work. It never 
will work,” Young declared. 

“Yes, there are incorrigi- 
bles, all right,” Young w-ent 
on, “but it’s more productive 
to look at the child as having 
something severely disfunc- 
tional which needs treatment 


just as there are physical 
sicknesses and mental 
illnesses. 

“The cure for iricorrigibility 
is usually seen as punishrrient 
by the general public. I think 
it’s wrong. The cure is treat¬ 
ment.” 

Recent studies, Young said, 
indicated poor diets and schi¬ 
zophrenia as two common 
causes of learning disabilities. 

He has four major planks in 
his next campaign platform in 
his fight to gain a seat on 
Greater Victoria school 
board: 

• Place more emphasis on 
elementary education in 
terms of class size, resources 
and teacher qualifications and 
expertise. 


• Freeze expenditures at 
secondary level until elemen¬ 
tary schools are brought up. 
Right now, Young spys, erf 
every $100 spent, $65 goes to 
secondary education and $35 
to elementary. 

• Have all 57 principals in 
Greater Victoria district and 
vice-principals meet with the 
sujierintendent monthly to 
elicit ideas, suggestions and 
recommendations for im¬ 
provements, thereby tapping 
a richTesource. 

• Reward, recognize, en¬ 
courage and support the cre¬ 
ative, imaginative teachers 
who can develop better teach¬ 
ing methods, and stop promot¬ 
ing conservative, in-the-rut 
teachers. 


On the topic of children 
with learning disabilities, 
Young noted that there were 
approximately 30,000 pupils in 
Greater Victoria and 1,500 
teachers. * 

“And yet, there aren’t 10 
teachers properly trained to 
detect, diagnose and pre¬ 
scribe learning plans to help 
these children overcome their 
disabilities.” 

Although he declined to 
name them, Young said there 
were nembers of the present 
nine - member board who 
shared at least a part of his 
views on education. What he 
wants is a chance to convince 
others that his thinking de¬ 
serves a chance. 

“X often win conservatives 
to my view,” he said. 

Although Young has said he 
wants to work with the 
Greater Victoria Teachers’ 
Association, he did not hesi¬ 
tate to criticize some teachers 
for their performances in and 
out of the classroom. 


Discipline problems, Young 
insisted, were sigps the 
schools and teachers were not 
serving children well and 
were the creation of the 
schools, not the students. The 
social-cultural background of 
the child had limited or no ef¬ 
fect on his behavior. 

"It is inconsistent for a 
good teacher to use the 
strap,” Young continued. 

Traditionally, schools were 
elitist institutions, designed 
for the academically-bright 
pupil, Young said. But in a 
democratic society, the school 
should be for every child. 

“Every child has an equal 
claim to the resources of the 
school.” he conclcded, "but 
that doesn’t mean you treat 
them all equally — but dif¬ 
ferently. 

“I make very strong, defini¬ 
tive statements. And that gets 
me into hot water. 

“But I have a long-time 
commitment to education.”

PROVINCIAL COURT 


Jail complaints not ‘infrequent’ 


It’s not all murder and 
mayhem every day in Vic¬ 
toria provincial court — 
sometimes the trials are, as 
they were Monday, about 
chickens and churchbells 
which citizens claim are too 
noisy. 

But both such charges were 
dismissed, starting with an 
Esquimau municipal bylaw 
charge in the court section of 
Judge Harold Alder that 
James Palmer, 1122 Green¬ 
wood, unlawfully kept poultry 
within 80 feet of a dwelling 
house. 

The unhappy citizen in this 
case lived two doors away 
and said the poultry were 
some chickens which made 
excessive noise. But Palmer 
testified the chickens were 
pets of his children who kept 
them in a canary aviary. 

Alder dismissed the charge 
on the ground the Esquimau 
bylaw defines poultry as a 
thing or things which is or are 
kept for eating. Since the 
chickens were pets, the 
charge was not proved. 

Then, in the court section of 
Judge William Ostler, came 
the trial of a Victoria noise 
abatement bylaw charge 
against First United Church 
minister Rev. Hugh Hunter 


launched by a citizen who 
said twice-daily bellringing by 
sound-amplifying device w^s 
a bother. 

After all the evidence was 
in, Ostler said nothing showed 
Hunter had caused the sound. 
Instead, said the judge, there 
Svas evidence the minister 
was sympathetic to the neigh¬ 
bors’ problem. Once again, 
case dismissed. 

□ 

In the main criminal court 
section, Victoria area resident 
Gerald Raymond Hawkins, 55, 
admitted a criminal record of 
four convictions since mid- 
1973 but denied the claim of 
prosecutor Scott Marshall 
that Hawkins was put on pro¬ 
bation for three of them. 

Hawkins said he had never 
been on probation and Mar¬ 
shall gave up what would 
have been a time-consuming 
attempt at proof.

Hubert Janosch, 22, and 
David William Wallace, 19, 
both of 959 Balmoral, were 
fined $100 each and put on six- 
month terms of probation by 
Allan. 

Janosch pleaded guilty to a 
Victoria charge of theft of 
five car items worth a total of 
about $43 Dec. 20 from a 
parking lot at 1147 View. Wal¬ 
lace pleaded guilty to a Vic¬ 
toria charge of possession of 
the same items knowing them 
to liave been stolen. 


A recently-appointed Vic¬ 
toria provincial court judge 
said Monday he had learned 
complaints by Wilkinson Road 
jail inmates “are not infre¬ 
quent ... It doesn’t hurt to 
investigate them occasionally 
but I suppose a good many of 
them are groundless.” 

Judge Blake Allan spoke 
during the afternoon court sit¬ 
ting after prosecutor Scott 
Marshall reported on an 
investigation ordered in the 
morning by Allan into com¬ 
plaints by Kenneth Graham 
Moorhouse, 28. 

Moorhouse appeared for a 
routine weekly remand on a 
Sooke charge of being unlaw¬ 
fully at large Nov. 24 from the 
Jordan River camp and to 
choose a trial date on a Saan¬ 
ich charge of escaping Dec. 16 
from Wilkinson Road during a 
10-man break. 


Allan asked Moorhouse 
if a lawyer had been re¬ 
tained, and the reply was: “I 
haven’t been able to make 
any phone ctflls for over a 
month now . . . w’ell, for three 
weeks, anyway. Since the es¬ 
cape, nobody’s been, allowed 
anything. We’ve been allowed 
in the drums (cells) and 
that’s it.” 

Later in the morning, Legal 
Aid duty counsel Peter Insley 
asked that Moorhouse "be 
permitted conversation” with 
Protestant chaplain Rev. Tre- 
for Williams, who takes Legal 
Aid applications at the jail. 

The judge instructed that 
Moorhouse “be allowed to 
talk to the proper officers” at 
the jail about getting a lawyer 
and remanded both charges 
for one week. 

After a lunch-break inquiry, 
Marshall said jail director 


Hal McGillivray had told him 
Moorhouse "never made any 
request for phone calls.” He 
said Moorhouse had regular 
visitors and “no permission or 
court order is needed” for 
access to Williams. 

“I’ve been told in the in¬ 
terim that such complaints 
are not infrequent,” Allan re¬ 
plied. 

McGillivray told the Colo¬ 
nist that Moorhouse phoned a 
Victoria lawyer Dec. 19 on the 
Sooke charge. Then on Dec. 
29, he said, Moorhouse saw a 
Legal Aid lawyer in the Vic¬ 
toria city jail and asked that 
Nanaimo lawyer Norman 
King act for him on the Saan¬ 
ich charge. 

McGillivray said two other 
men charged with escaping 
Dec. 16 had made frequent 
phone calls to lawyers after 


putting in requests, but Moor- 
house had not done the same. 

He said those charged with 
Dec. 16 escapes were being 
kept “as a separate group” 
an the long second tier of the 
a waiting-trial section. They 
are able to walk and exercise 
in the tier and one cell has 
been set up as a card room. 

The director said all but 
two of the men ate regular 
meals with other jail inmates. 
The two, neither one Moor¬ 
house, eat in their cells be¬ 
cause both disobeyed internal 
regulations. 

He said the Dec. 16 group 
still had gym and dayroom 
privileges but went to both 
separately from other in¬ 
mates. Those charged with es¬ 
caping also mingled with 
other inmates for a New 
Year’s Eve movie.

WASHINGTON — Britain and France formally 
raised the threat Monday of retaliation against the 
United States if the Anglo-French Concorde supersonic 
jetliner is barred from landing here. 

Their position was made clear as a hearing on U.S. 
landing rights opened before Transportation Secretary 
William Coleman. He has promised to rule on the 
application by British Airways and Air France within 
30 days. 

In a formal document submitted as part of their 
case for the controversial needle-nosed airliner, Britain 
and France told Coleman: “Banning Concorde opera¬ 
tions to America by British Airways and Air France 
would be widely viewed as a double standard and could 
lead to reciprocal limitations on U.S. suppliers and U.S. 
air carrjprs.” ^ 

The two governments, arguing that the tech¬ 
nological and economic benefits of the plane outweigh 
other considerations, also said: “A negative decision on 
the question of Concorde service to the United States 
undoubtedly would have political consequences in both 
France and the United Kingdom.” 

* As the hearings opened, French President Valery 
Giscard d'Estaing said^ in Paris he would fly to the 
United States aboard a Concorde on his first official 
visit here in May. The announcement was viewed by 
observers as symbolic of, the importance attached to 
Concorde both by France and Britain. 

Gerald Kaufman, minister of state at Britain's 
department of industry, opened the hearing with a 
statement saying: “The governments and peoples of 
Britain and France would find it difficult to believe that 
the United States, the most successful of the world’s na¬ 
tions in the field of aviation, would take steps to 
exclude this aircraft from its territory.’ 1 

Kaufman and Claude Abraham, director of Air 
Transport at the French department of transportation, 
argued that the limited number of flights to the United 
States would have very little impact on the environ¬ 
ment. 

The joint statement warned that any move by the 
U.S. regarded as protectionist or discriminatory “would 
tend, throughout the world, to threaten the relatively 
free and uninhibited environment in which aviation 
products are bought and sold.” 

The U.S. produces about 95 per cent of the world’s 
commercial aircraft, excluding the Soviet Union. 

Despite the British and French claims that the en¬ 
vironmental dangers posed by the Concorde are grossly 
exaggerated, the U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency urged that the plane be banned irom U.S. air¬ 
ports. 

EPA Assistant Administrator Roger Strelow told 
the hearing that introduction of Concord service "runs 
directly counter to the noise abatement and other envi¬ 
ronmental policies and programs of the United States.” 

He said the plane would increase noise along air- 
port flight paths where the Concorde is used, increase 
air pollution, waste fuel and possibly increase skin 
cancer by depleting the earth’s ozone layer, thus in¬ 
creasing ultraviolet radiation from the sun. 

Strelow acknowledged that EPA’s position is based 
npt just on the limittd number of Concorde flights now 
being proposed but also»on the possibility of expanded 
supersonic passenger service in the future. He -said it is 
not unreasonable to assume that future applications for 
Concorde service will occur if the first limited flights 
are allowed. ’

The government and the In¬ 
surance Corp. of B.C. are 
both looking at ways to "soft¬ 
en the blow’' of the announced 
131 per cent hike in car insur¬ 
ance premiums. Premier Ben¬ 
nett said Monday. 

Bennett also said it was 
“unfortunate” , that Pat 
McGeer, the minister respon¬ 
sible for ICBC, said after the 
rates were announced that 
people unable to afford the 
new premium should sell 
their cars. 

Met leer’s statement “does 
not reflect my attitude or the 


attitude of the government,” 
Bennett said. 

“We don’t want to see peo¬ 
ple forced to sell their cars or 
be disadvantaged.” he said. 

ICBC has been instructed to 
suggest to the cabinet some 
methods of softening the im¬ 
pact of the new rale increases 
and Bennett said he is hopeful 
that the corporation may be 
able to set up an instalment 
payment system. 

The new rates still have to 
be approved by cabinet, but 
when asked whether cabinet 
might lower the rates. Ben¬ 
nett said only that ICBC has 
been told to develop a pre¬ 


mium structure that does not 
provide for any government 
subsidy. 

“Next year’s rates must re¬ 
flect next year’s cost,” he 
said. 

“The province is stretched 
on its own finar^ial re¬ 
sources,” the premier said, 
adding that there is no money 
left in the “overspent and un¬ 
dercollected” NDP budget to 
subsidize premiums. 

“We’re not trying to penal¬ 
ize people for the mis¬ 
management ol the NDP,” 
he Premier said. 

The rates will probably g> 
before cabinet Thursday. 


The provincial government 
doesn’t have the money to 
subsidize car insurance pre¬ 
miums, Finance Minister 
Evan Wolfe said Monday. 

Subsidies to ICBC would re¬ 
quire cutbacks in other gov¬ 
ernment services, Wolfe told 
a press conference.

BELFAST — Gunmen am¬ 
bushed a bus carrying textile 
workers home Monday, al¬ 
lowed the only Roman Catho¬ 
lic aboard to escape and then 
shot down 11 Protestants with 
automatic weapons, security 
officials said. 

They reported 10 were 
killed and one seriously 
wounded. 

Police said a dozen armed 
men rushed the bus after it 
stopped for a man with a red 
lantern at a crossroads lit 
southern County Armagh, 
where five Roman Cathblics 
were shot to death Sunday. 

Police blamed the Sunday 
killings on Protestant extrem¬ 
ists, but did not speculate im¬ 
mediately on those responsi¬ 
ble for the massacre Monday. 

Reuters news agency, how¬ 
ever, reported that the gun¬ 
men Monday were members 
of the outlawed Irish Republi¬ 
can Army. 

A dozen or more killers who 
seized the bus asked the 
workers if they were Catho¬ 
lics, police said, and then al¬ 
lowed the one who said he 
was to flee before opening fire 
on the others at point-blank 
range. 

“This was the cold and cal¬ 
culated murder of innocent 
people who were doing noth¬ 
ing except simply returning 
home after a hard day’s 
work,” a police spokesman 
said. 

Police reported at first that 
the bus was raked by gunfire 
but a witness who saw the 
vehicle said, “the bodies ap¬ 
peared to be in a pile at the 
side of the vehicle.” indicat¬ 
ing the victims had been or¬ 
dered out before they were 
slain. 

The textile factory where 
the meh worked closed for the 
rest of the week in their mem¬ 
ory. 

It was the worst death toll 
from a single attack in North¬ 
ern Ireland since 1972, and 
brought the official death 
count in Ulster’s 6‘a years of 
sectarian violence to 1,411. Se¬ 
venteen persons have been 
killed since Jan. 1. 

Ulster's worst death toll in 
the IRA campaign to force 
Britain from the region oc¬ 
curred in the 1972 bombing of 
McGurk’s bar in Belfast when 
15 persons were killed. Earli¬ 
er that year, 14 died in I.nn- 
donderry when British troops 
fired on a rioting mob in what 
became known as Bloody Sun¬ 
day.

AMC fined $4.2 million on smog count 


' LOS ANGELES (AP) — California’s Air 
Resources Board fined American Motors 
Corp. $4.2 million Monday for marketing 
smog-producing cars and allegedly submit¬ 
ting false test reports. 

The state board also halted pales in Cali¬ 
fornia effective Monday midnight of all AMC 
Matadors, Hornets and Gremlins equipped 
with V-8 engines, and it announced an inves¬ 
tigation to determine whether American 
Motors intentionally falsified test reports. 

It is the strongest disciplinary action ever 


taken against a manufacturer by the anti¬ 
pollution agency. 

In an anti-smog case last year, the state 
fined Chrysler Corp. $328,200 and halted 
Chrysler sales temporarily. 

“We have never seen so many dirty 
cars.” said board chairman Tom Quinn. “But 
even more serious is the fact that American 
Motors submitted false reports to the state 
which indicated that their cars were actually 
very clean." 

Quinn said AMC executives In Kenosha, 


Wis., blamed violations on neglect of te»t fa¬ 
cilities. 

Quinn said that as an incentive, the board 
will consider waiving 75 per cent of the fine 
if AMC promptly pays 25 per cent, or 
$1,069,800, and commits the remaining 75 per 
cent to improving its emission control and 
fuel economy programs. 

In Detroit, a spokesman at AMC head¬ 
quarters said the ARB’s move to halt sales of 
cars equipped witfi the 304-cubic-inch V8 en¬ 
gine "is unjustified." He said the engine was 


properly tested and certified prior to the 
start of the 1976-model year. 

The spokesman also said the imposed fine 
"is unreasonable in view of the fact that only 
approximately 1,000 cars In question have 
been sold in the state.” 

AMC “has co-operated fully with the Cali¬ 
fornia Air Resources Board in attempting to 
resolve any questions related to the conduct 
of its emission tests in conformance with 
California requirements, and will continue to 
do so," the spokesman added. “All of the 
board’s inquiries have been responded to 
openly and forthrightly.” 


The money is to be paid to 
Grouse Nest Resorts Ltd., a 
Victoria development firm 
which had business dealings 
with Block Bros, in 1972 and 
1973, involving a proposed 
subdivision in Sooke. 

The judgment against Block 
Bros., one of Canada’s largest 
real estate companies operat¬ 
ing in all four western prov¬ 
inces, was handed down in 
Vancouver Dec. 31 by Mr. 
Justice Craig Munroe, but 
didn’t become public until 
Monday. 

The award follows aff earli¬ 
er judgment finding Block 
Bros. Industries Ltd. and its 
subsidiaries, Block Bros. Re¬ 
alty Ltd. and First National 
Mortgage Co. Ltd. guilty of 
breach of contract. 

The events leading up to the 
court case go back to March. 
1972. when K. S. Kamil, pres¬ 
ident of Grouse Nest Resorts, 
obtained approval from the 
First National Mortgage Co. 
Ltd. for a $250,000 loan to sub¬ 
divide a 340-acre parcel of 
land in the Sooke area. 

As part of the agreement, 
Kamil granted Block Bros, 
exclusive listing rights for the 
sale of the developed lots.

the firm’s headquarters, 
grabbed Louis Hazan in a 
midmoming Dec. 31 raid on 
the head office of the Phono¬ 
gram Co. in the heart of 
Paris, authorities said. The 
wicker basket appeared no 
different from tHe bulky elec¬ 
tronic amplifying gear often 
carried by rock singers, 
witnesses said. 

The* gunmen have been irr 
touch with Mrs. Hazan by 


telephone several times and 
the ransom money is ready 
for delivery, police said.

Bugner quits ring career 


I TjONDON 'Apt - Joe 
Bugner, the world’s fourth- 
ranked heavyweight, an¬ 
nounced his retirement from 
boxing Monday “because my 
love for the game has gone.’’ 

Bugner, 25, who came to 
Britain with his family 20 
years ago as a penniless Hun¬ 
garian refugee, retires with a 
fortune estimated at between 
$1 million and $1.5 million 
earned from 58 fights. His 
career record is 49 victories, 
eight losses, including two to 
Mudammad Ali in 1973 and in 
1975, and one draw. 

“Boxing was a sport which 
I never liked but which I 
learned to love,’’ he said in 
announcing his retirement. 


“That love died after the Ali 
fighi I received good offers 
worth a lot of money after 
that, but money was never my 
prime object in boxing. 

“I did everything I set out 
to do. but failed at the end. I 
could not take the final step, 
which was to win the world 
heavyweight title.” 

During his eight years as a 
professional, the 224-pound, 
six-footrfour Bugner won the 
British apd European heavy¬ 
weight titles, both which he 
later relinquished, but his 
dream of becoming world 
champion finally foundered in 
the steamy Kuala Lumpur 
heat last July when Ali easily 
outpointed him.

Tass observer blames 
loss on overconfidence 


Buffalo Sabres felt they 
were defending the prestige of 
professional hockey when 
they defeated Wings of the So¬ 
viets, 12-6, in Buffalo Sunday, 
the official Soviet news 
agency Tass said Monday. 

In its English-language re¬ 
port on the game, Tass said of 
the American-based team of 
Canadians: “They put up 
[towerful play, realizing that 
the whole prestige of profes¬ 
sional hockey was at stake.” 

The Tass report said the 
National Hockey League 
trfams whom the Wings of the 
Soviet have still to meet also 
look set to beat the Soviet 
team. 

The Wings of the Soviet, 
who. earlier beat Pittsburgh 
Penguins 7-1, will play two 
more games against NHL 
teams, Chicago Black Hawks 
Wednesday and New York Is¬ 
landers Sunday. 

The Tass reporter paid trib¬ 
ute the Sabres — “They 
were aggressive and fast, tak¬ 
ing shots at the Soviet goal 
from even the most difficult 
position. 

“Wings of the Soviets were 
caught unawares by such 
pressure and speed. Many of 
them admittedly felt lost. 

“Their passes were inaccu¬ 
rate, the defence made 
errors, often leaving unat¬ 
tended attackers of the oppos¬ 
ing team who swooped in to 
drive home passes.” 

The Tass writer concluded 
that some ' of the Sov iet 
players were overconfident 
after their team’s victory 
over the Penguins and after 
watching Los Angeles Kings 
beat Buffalo. 9-6, Jan. 1. They 
were not impressed by Buffa¬ 
lo’s performance in that game 
and became complacent, he 
said. 

Sabre coach Floyd Smith 
said following the game that 
crunching body checks by de¬ 
fenceman Jerry Korab and 
hard work by the Buffalo de¬ 
fence payed the way to victo¬ 
ry. 

“It was just a great all¬ 
round team effort.” said 
Smith. “We’ve been working 
hard for the last 10 days and 
we worked hard today. I think 
maybe we’ve finally broken 
out of our slump.” 

Smith couldn’t say he was 
surprised at the outcome. 

“We knew from watching 
the Montreal game on 
Wednesday that we had to 
check them down the centre. 
We did that for most of the 
game and we made fewer 
mistakes than we have in a 
long time.”

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Cable TV firms 
will ask CRTC 
for rate hikes

A Victoria Cablevision Ltd. 
move of Seattle's Channel 7 
off the regular cable spec¬ 
trum. a CBC television station 
for Victoria, and higher fees 
for Victoria Cablevision and 
other Island cable firms will 
be sought next month from 
the Canadian Radio-TV Com- 
mission. 

These were the main items 
in an expanded agenda issued 
Dec. 29 by the CRTC, but not 
received in Victoria until 
Monday, for a commission 
hearing Feb. 5 and 6 at The 
Empress which will set the 
tone for Greater Victoria 
cable viewing for years. 

A first agenda issued Dec. 
18 and published in Victoria 
daily newspaper advertise¬ 
ments showed only licence Re¬ 
newal applications from Vic¬ 
toria Cablevision, radio sta¬ 
tion CJVT and the Port Ren¬ 
frew TV rebroadcasting sta¬ 
tion, plus the bid of CHQT Ed¬ 
monton Ltd. to buy CKL>A and 
CFMS. 

The new list shows Victoria 
Cablevision will seek an in¬ 
stallation fee of $25 and a 
monthly tariff of $6 compared 
with the present $15 and $4.50. 

Urban Cablevision will seek 


the same $25 and $6 levels. Its 
present fees are $15 for in¬ 
stallation in Langford, $25 for 
installation in Sooke and $5 a 
month in both areas. 

Saanich Cablevision of Sid¬ 
ney, North Saanich and Cen¬ 
tral Saanich will ask $6 a 
month -and $15 installation for 
the first 150 feet aerial and 
first 100 feet underground. Its 
present rates are $5 a month 
and a flat $15 for installation. 

Elsewhere, Saltspring Ca- 
blevisian of Ganges will seek 
a rate increase to $25 for in¬ 
stallation and $8 a month 
from $19 and $6. North West 
Community Video of Nanaimo 
will ask $25 and $6 from the 
present fees of $15 and $5. 

Campbell River TV wants 
to increase its monthly fee to 
$5.50 from $4.75 while Telesis 
of Gold River and Tahsis 
wants to cut its installation 
fee of $50 to $10 and raise the 
monthly fee to $13.50 from $7. 

Victoria Cablevision will 
ask permission to show a new 
Vancouver private TV station, 
due to open next fall, on 
Channel 7 while IGRO is 
moved to a mid-band area. To 
see this area, viewers- must 
buy or lease a converter 
which is said to retail at be¬ 
tween $50 and $100. 


Mid-band channels proposed 


Apparently to increase pub¬ 
lic interest in mid-band, the 
cable firm also wants to start 
mid-band channels showing 
public information. public 
access, municipal services, 
senior citizens, adult educa¬ 
tion, provincial affairs and 
"actor’s showcase.” Details 
of these were not given. 

The agenda for a CRTC 
hearing Feb. 3 and 4 in Van¬ 
couver includes an application 
for a CBC French-language 
TV station in the Vancouver 
area. Approval seems certain 
and it may even be on the air 
before the new private station 
slotted for cable Channel 7. 

CRTC rules require cable 
firms to give priority to Cana¬ 
dian channels and the French 
station would mean at least 
one more U.S. station would 
go to mid-band. 

A Colonist story a month 
ago which said such "bump¬ 
ing” was possible prompted 
circulation of a protest peti¬ 
tion which drew more than 
500 Greater Victoria signa¬ 
tures before its originator, 
Mrs. Sybil Bateman, died sud¬ 
denly Dec. HK The petition 
will go to the CRTC hearing. 

The expanded agenda did 
not specify which U.S. station 


would be moved by Victoria 
Cablevision when the French 
station starts. But broadcast¬ 
ing sources have said Chan¬ 
nels 4 or 11, or both, may,be 
affected. 

Two applications going be¬ 
fore the CRTC in Vancouver 
from Lower Mainland cable 
firms are for moves of Chan¬ 
nels 7 and 11 to make room 
for the private and French 
stations. 

The long-expected CBC bid 
for a Victoria TV station men¬ 
tioned only use of Channel 10 
and video power of 160,000 
w-atts. Its appearance is not 
likely for two or three years 
but, when it appears, one or 
more U.S. channels may join 
the mid-band group. J 

As the expanded agenda 
reached Victoria, broadcast¬ 
ing began again Monday on 
Channel 13 — but not on ca¬ 
bled sets. The transmitter left 
when KTVW went broke in 
1973 was bought by a Tacoma 
area public-education station 
which turned the on switch 
Monday morning. 

Victoria Cablevision gener¬ 
al manager I>en Charlish said 
his firm wx>uld seek details of 
the new Channel 13 programs 
and might show it in the mid¬ 
band area.

NANAIMO — Mayor Frank 
Ney said Monday Nanaimo 
stands ‘ virtually unchal¬ 
lenged in all of B.C.” as far 
as financial good order is con¬ 
cerned. 

In his inaugural address to 
c;ty council Monday night, the 
mayor said the city had $8 
million in unused borrowing 
power, a total debt of only 
$135 per capita and the “ma¬ 
chinery to work with to en¬ 
sure that the pieces fall into 
place efficiently and in a 
manner which will bring pride 
to our city and it’s citizens." 

Speaking at the first city 
council meeting of the year, 
Ney said the city of Nanaimo 
should be able to move ahead 
dynamically with orderly and 
planned devek^ment which 
should rapidly assist in 
strengthening the tax base 
with consequent savings to 
taxpayers. 

The mayor gave credit to 
the members of city council, 
the first to serve in the new ly- 
amalgamated city, calling the 
group ”a strong, decisiqn- 
making council” and to the 
city staff which he described 
as "dedicated and visionary 
administrators and loyal and 
talented staff.” 

He said all have pulled to¬ 
gether to come through the 
first 12 months of amalgama¬ 
tion “with fly in" colours.” 

The city ended 1975 with a 
cash surplus, the mayor said, 
despite the fact that tax in¬ 
creases last year were held 
down far belcw those of other 
amalgamated cities in the 
province. 

"And yet. we carried on 
with a progressive program of 
public works, recreational 
development and complete 
reorganization of the city hall 
function.” 

Ney said he expected the 
growth and financial stability 
to continue. He said the city’s 
borrowing power will jump 
from %U million this year to 
$24.3 million in 1978. 

“When one considers that 
other cities in British Colum¬ 
bia last year had to cut down 
on staff and mahy cities had 
to shut down recreational fa¬ 
cilities, the people of this city 
should be proud of its finan¬ 
cial status.” 

The mayor hit on a touchy 
. subject at the moment here, 
during his address. He ack¬ 
nowledged that taxpayers for 
the first time are receiving 
master w-ater bills, which rep¬ 
resent the assessment to pay 
for regional sewage collection 
and treatment which went 
into operation in the fall.

Beefalo rancher 
forced to retire 


NANAIMO (CP) - Beefalo 
pioneer Len Lusk has put his 
rirnch near here up for sale. 

He’s asking $340,000 for his 
40-acre spread which includes 
buildings, equipment and an 
undetermined number of the 
crossbred buffalo-beef cattle. 

The rancher isn’t sure how 
many beefalo he has because 
it's calving time, but he es¬ 
timates there are 19 cows and 
a couple of bulls in the herd. 

Lusk, 50, has been breeding 
beefalo for two years, but has 
to give it up because of doc¬ 
tor’s orders to slow down. 

MTiile beefalo have been 
promoted as an answer to 
high meat prices, Lusk says 
their breeding is still in its in- 
fancyan d the day when shop¬ 
pers can bring home beefalo 
fancy and the day whert shop¬ 
pers can bring home beefalo 
steaks is still a few years 
away. 

Lusk cites' a recent sale io 


fe 

which a full-blood beefalo 
cow, carrying a calf, sold in 
Calgary for $20,000. 

‘‘They’re too expensive to 
think of eating them yet,” he 
said. 

Lusk says one reason beefa¬ 
lo breeders believe they can 
undercut the cost of beef is 
that beefalo can be fattened 
for market on grass, rather 
than on the costly grain usual¬ 
ly used to fatten beef cattle. 

In its market-ready state, 
the beefalo has less fat than 
beef and there is less waste 
when trimmed, says Lusk. He 
also says that beefalo meat 
has almost double the protein 
of beef. 

The beefelo’s most striking 
characteristic is its shaggi¬ 
ness. with as much as three 
times the hair of regular beef 
cattle. The animal comes in 
"just about any color,” says 
Lusk, a feature inherited from 
the beef side of the breed. 


CPR to move acid plant to Bryn 


The matter 
investigation.

PARKSVTLLE — Canadian 
Pacific Railway will move its 
sulphuric acid transfer point * 
out of Parksville to tlte Bryn 
siding near Nanoose, under an 
agreement reached between 
the CPR, the Nanaimo Re¬ 
gional District, the Pollution 
Control Board ant} the Union 
Board of Health. 

CPR has permission to use 
the site until the end of 1977, 
after which all permits for the 
facility will be reviewed. Bulk 
sulphur and sodium sulphate 
will also be transferred In 
Bryn. 

The agreement ends for the 
moment the controversy over 
the location of the transfer fa¬ 
cility in Parksville, in an area 
very close to the village’s 
water supply. 

CPR says it will follow the 
recommendations in a report 
prepared by Associated Engi¬ 
neering services of Nanaimo, 
the Nanaimo Regional Dis¬ 
trict's consulting engineers, 


for the construction of .the fa¬ 
cility. 

Besides moving the sul¬ 
phuric acid transfer tower to 
Bryn, CPR will erect a prefab 
building to hbuse a steam 
generator and compressor, 
and an emergency shower 
will be installed. 

' A special limestone pad will 
be installed in the new sul¬ 
phuric acid transfer area to 
neutralize any acid which 
spills during transfer. 

The equipment and transfer 
area w ill be fenced to prevent 
anyone from < bein-r hurt by 
the acid crystals that tend to 
form as a result of the 
transfer process. 

CPR balked at installing vi¬ 
sual and audible warning sig¬ 
nals on the scrubber which is 
a part of tWe sulphur transfer 
pmcess, howpvpr 

“We’re not prepared to 
overdesign.” said J. Hilling. 
CPR superintendent. “We will 
put in something that is rea¬ 
sonable and meets the re¬ 
quirements.” 


"Sulphur will definitely not 
be transferred when the 
scrubber is not working, and 
the scrubber will be main¬ 
tained,” Hilling 'Said. 

Bill Thomas of the Pollution 
Control Bdard said the warn¬ 
ing systems wxrnld not be es¬ 
sential, as the operation 
would be checked frequently 
by PCB personnel. 

ArtHur Knight, a Nanoose 
resident who owns property 
adjoining the facility and was 
present at the meeting, said: 
"Don’t worry, I’ll check it 
every day. 

Resides technical matters, 
discussion at the meeting 
centred on the permanence of 
the facility itself. 

Hilling explained that the 
CPRs contract with the 
Tahsis pulp mil) runs until the 
end of 1977, when It will be 
renegotiated or dropped by ei¬ 
ther CPR or the mill, As a 
result, temporary permission 
for the site to use the site 
would be acceptable, and in 


1977 longer-range solutions 
may be sought if necessary. 

Nanaimo Regional District 
chairman Paul Smith said 
CPR should look more closely 
at locating the facility in the 
Parksville industrial park. . 

"If the closure of the 
railroad line north of Parks¬ 
ville becomes permanent, 
then you’ll probably be .look¬ 
ing at a much larger terminal 
in t Parksville.” Neither the 
Bryn siding in Nanoose nor 
the Parksville station was 
suitable for this facilty, 
Smith sad. 

Hilling said the company 
was not aware of the industri¬ 
al park in Parksville. and 
added he had no way ©f know¬ 
ing if Parksville would be tlte 
permanent northern terminus 
of the line. 

“We’ll have to look at it 
then if that happens. Right 
now, we have a contract that 
runs until 1977, .^nd we have 


to fulfill that contract. We 
have no assurance that tWe 
contract will continue past 
that time.” said Hilling. 

He added that the Tahsis 
plant has mentioned switching 
over to pilled sulphur from 
bulk sulphur, which would ne¬ 
gate the need for life scrub¬ 
bing device. 

Sulphur shipped in pills 
could be carried in hopper 
cars and dumped into trucks, 
rather than heated and 
pumped into the trucks as is 
now done. 

"This is not a happy situa¬ 
tion we find ourselves in,” 
Smith said. 

"The closing of the railroad 
nortH of Parksville was not 
our Idea, and the material 
being transferred is not even 
used in our area. That is why 
we insist on assurances that 
there will not be any trouble 
from the operation.”

Meeting set on river study 


PARKSVLLLE - Two spe¬ 
cific developments qnd a gen¬ 
eral discussion oi the future 
of the lower Englishman 
River will be on the agenda of 
a public meeting in Parksville 
Jan. 8- 

The meeting has' been ar¬ 
ranged by Dr. Bentley Le- 
Baron, an Errington resident 
and social scientist, who is 
conducting a social impact 
study of proposed develop¬ 
ments along the river. An en¬ 
vironmental investigation of 
the proposed developments 
has also been undertaken by 
Don Blood, a Lantzville biolo¬ 
gist. 

LeBaron said in an inter- 


should happen. Then we’ll see 
if these things are compati¬ 
ble.” 

In discussing his study, 
which is due for completion 
Jan. 20, LeBaron said the so¬ 
cial and environmental fac¬ 
tors in developments which 
may affect the river will 
probably be closely inter¬ 
twined. 

"When you’re working with 
a recreational resource par¬ 
ticularly, both environmental 
and social problems exist si¬ 
multaneously. 

"The future of Parksville’s 
growth will be heavily depen¬ 
dent on the recreation in¬ 


dustry, mainly tourism, and 
its attraction for retirees.” Le¬ 
Baron said. “It would seem to 
make it imperative that a 
prime recreational resource 
such as the river be pre¬ 
served.” 

While this is the first study 
that LeBaron has doue close 
to home, it i$ not the first he 
has done -for the provincial 
government. He worked for 
several months this summer 
assessing the social impact of 
a steel mill in Kitimat and 
Prince George, and about a 
year ago did a study on a 
marina proposal at the Oyster 
River north of Courtenay. 


This spring he will be work¬ 
ing in the East Kootenay, 
where large coal deposits 
may be developed, and will 
also be assessing the impact 
of expanding the Roberts 
Bank coal shipment facility. 

For the moment, however, 
he is looking for some views 
from the general public, says 
l^Baron. "They can write me 
at Box 108, Errington, or 
come to ^the meeting.” Le¬ 
Baron plans to produce a 
pamphlet outlining the basic 
points of the two develop¬ 
ments for the information of 
those attending the meeting.

WASHINGTON — Britain and France formally 
raised the threat Monday of retaliation against the 
United States if the Anglo-French Concorde supersonic 
jetliner is barred from landing here. 

Their position was made clear as a hearing on U.S. 
landing rights opened before Transportation Secretary 
William Coleman. He has promised to rule on the 
application by British Airways and Air France within 
30 days. 

In a formal document submitted as part of their 
case for the controversial needle-nosed airliner, Britain 
and France told Coleman: “Banning Concorde opera¬ 
tions to America by British Airways and Air France 
would be widely viewed as a double standard and could 
lead to reciprocal limitations on U.S. suppliers and U.S. 
air carriers.“ 

The two governments, arguing that the tech¬ 
nological and economic benefits of the plane outweigh 
other considerations, also said: “A negative decision on 
the question of Concorde service to the United States 
undoubtedly would have political consequences in both 
France and the United Kingdom.” 

As the hearings opened. French President Valery 
Giscard d’Estaing said in Paris he would fly to the 
United States aboard a Concorde on his first official 
visit here in May. The announcement was viewed by 
observers as symbolic of the importance attached to 
Concorde both by France and Britain. 

Gerald Kaufman, minister of state at Britain’s 
department of industry, opened the hearing with a 
statement saying*: “The governments and people^ of 
Britain and France would find it difficult to believe that 
the United States, the most successful of the world’s na¬ 
tions in the field of aviation, would take steps to 
exclude this aircraft from its territory ” 

Kaufman and Claude Abraham, director of Air 
Transport at the French department of transportation, 
argued that the limited number of flights to the United 
States would have very little impact on the environ¬ 
ment. 

The joint statement warned that any move by the 
U.S. regarded as protectionist or discriminatory “would 
tend, throughout the world, to threaten the relatively 
free and uninhibited environment in which aviation 
products are bought and sold/’ 

The U:S. produces about 95 per cent of the world’s 
commercial aircraft, excluding the Soviet Union. 

Despite the British and French claims that the en¬ 
vironmental dangers posed by the Concorde are grossly 
exaggerated, the U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency urged that the plane be banned from U.S. air¬ 
ports. 

EPA Assistant Administrator Roger Strelow told 
the hearing that introduction of Concord service “runs 
directly counter, to the noise abatement and other envi¬ 
ronmental policies and programs of the United States.” 

He said the plane would increase noise along air¬ 
port flight paths where the Concorde is used, increase 
air pollution, waste fuel and possibly, increase skin 
cancer by depleting the earth’s ozone layer, thus in¬ 
creasing ultraviolet radiation from the sun. 

Strelow acknowledged that EPA’s position is based 
not just on the limited number of Cononde flights now 
being proposed but also on the possibility of expanded 
supersonic passenger service in the future. He said it is 
not unreasonable to assume that future applications for 
Concorde service will occur if the first limited flights 
are allowed.

BELFAST — Gunmen am¬ 
bushed a bus carrying textile 
workers home Monday, al¬ 
lowed the only Roman Catho¬ 
lic aboard to escape and then 
shot down 11 Protestants with 
automatic weapons, security 
officials said. 

They reported 10 were 
killed and one seriously 
wounded. 

Police said a dozen armed 
men rushed the bus after it 
stopped for a man with a red 
lantern at a crossroads in 
southern County Armagh, 
where five Roman Cathblics 
were shot to death Sunday. 

Police blamed the Sunday 
killings on Protestant extrem¬ 
ists. but did not speculate im¬ 
mediately on those responsi¬ 
ble for the massacre Monday. 

Reuters news agency, how¬ 
ever, reported that the gun¬ 
men Monday were members 
of the outlawed Irish Republi¬ 
can Army. 

A dozen or more killers w ho 
seized the bus asked the 
workers if they were Catho¬ 
lics, police said, and then al¬ 
lowed the one who said he 
was to flee before opening fire 
on the others at point-blank 
range. 

“This was the cold and cal¬ 
culated murder of innocent 
people who were doing noth¬ 
ing except simply returning 
home after a hard day’s 
work.” a police spokesman 
said. 

Police reported at first that 
the bus was raked by gunfire 
but a witness who saw the 
vehicle said, “the bodies ap¬ 
peared to be in a pile at the 
side of the vehicle,” Indicat¬ 
ing the victims had been or¬ 
dered out before they were 
slain. 

The textile factory where 
the men worked closed for the 
rest of the week in their mem- 
on'. 

It was the worst death toll 
from a single attack in North¬ 
ern Ireland since 1972, and 
brought the official death 
count in Ulster's 614 years of 
sectarian violence to 1,411. Se¬ 
venteen persons have been 
killed since Jan. 1. 

Ulster’s worst death toll in 
the IRA campaign to force 
Britain from the region oc¬ 
curred in the 1972 bombing of 
McGurk’s bar in Belfast when 
15 persons were killed. Earli¬ 
er that year. 14 died in Lon¬ 
donderry when British troops 
fired on a rioting mob in what 
became known as Bloody Sun¬ 
day. 




LOS ANGELES (AP) — California’s Air 
Resources Board fined American Motors 
Corp. $4.2 million Monday for marketing 
smog-produding cars and allegedly submit¬ 
ting false test reports.

In an anti-smog case last year, the state 
fined Chrysler Corp. $328,200 and halted 
Chrysler sales temporarily. 

“We have never seen so many dirty 
cars,’’ said board chairman Tom Quinn. “But 
even more serious is the ftfct that American 
Motors submitted false reports to the state 
which indicated that their cars were actually 
very clean.” 

Quinn said AMC executives in Kenoshn, 


Wis., blamed violations on neglect of test fa¬ 
cilities. 

Quinn said that as an incentive, the board 
will consider waiving 75 per cent of the fine 
if AMC promptly pays 25 per cent, or

Apparently to increase pub¬ 
lic interest in mid-band, the 
cable firm also wants to start 
mid-band channels showing 
public information, public 
access, municipal services, 
sehior citizens, adult educa¬ 


tion, provincial affairs and 
“actor’s showcase.” Details 
of these were not given. 

The agenda for a CRTC 
hearing Feb. 3 and 4 in Van¬ 
couver includes an application 
for a CBC French-language 
TV station in the Vancouver 
area. Approval seems certain 
and it may even be on the air 
before the .new’ private station 
slotted for cable Channel 7. 

CRTC rules require cable 
firms to give priority to Cana¬ 
dian chsmnels and the French 
station would mean at least 
one more U.S. station would 
go to mid-band. 

A Colonist story a month 
ago which said such “bump¬ 
ing’’ was possible prompted 


circulation of a protest peti¬ 
tion which drew more than 
500 Greater Victoria signa¬ 
tures before its originator, 
Mrs. Sybil Bateman, died sud¬ 
denly Dec. 10. The petition 
will go to the CRTC hearing. 

The expanded agenda did 
not specify which U.S. station 
w'ould be moved by Victoria 
Cablevision when the French 
station starts. But broadcast¬ 
ing sources have said Chan¬ 
nels 4 or 11, of both, may be 
affected. 

Two applications going be¬ 
fore the CRTC in Vancouver 
from Lower “Mainland cable 
firms are for moves of Chan¬ 
nels 7 and U to make room 


for the private and French 
stations. 

The long-expected CBC bid 
for a Victoria TV station men¬ 
tioned only use of Channel 10 
and video power of 160,000 
watts. Its appearance is not 
likely for two or three years 
but, when it appears, one or 
more U.S. channels may join 
the mid-band group. 

As the expanded agenda 
reached Victoria, broadcast¬ 
ing began again Monday on 
Channel 13 — but not on ca¬ 
bled sets. The transmitter left 
when KTVW went broke in 
1973 w as bought by a Tacoma 
area public-education station 
which turned the on switch 
Monday morning. 


Victoria Cabtevision gener¬ 
al manager Len Charlish said 
his firm would seek details of 
the new Channel 13 programs 
and might show it in the mid¬ 
band area. 

No one was sure when the 
first move of a U.S. <jhannei 
to a mid-band would be made. 
But the sources said it was 
not probable until summer at 
the earliest.

TARDIES 

Easy Street " is over for 
apartment and hotel owners 
in Victoria who are delinquent 
in paying municipal taxes, ac¬ 
cording to Mayor Michael 
Young. 

In his inaugural address 
Monday Young said he would 
petition the provincial govern¬ 
ment for an amendment to 
the Municipal Act permitting 
municipalities to charge inter¬ 
est rates in line with current 
market conditions on arrears 
or a more effective and im¬ 
mediate remedy than the four 
year long tax sale procedure. 

Young said the total of un¬ 
collected taxes at the end of 
1975 had doubled in a year to 
almost $1 million. 

About $150,000 of tliis total 
was carried over from 1974. 

Young said these arrears 
were “principally from major 
corporations in the apartment 
housing and hotel industry 
and approximately 22 proper¬ 
ty owners account for more 
than half of the total out¬ 
standing taxes.’’ 

“Whether this is a reflection 
of their inability to pay, or is 
simply a device being used by 
these corporations to finance 
their ourrent developments 
remains to be seen,’’ he said. 

Under the current penalty 
system for taxes in arrears, 
five-per-cent interest is owing 
after July 1 and the same 
amount is charged on arrears 
after Dec. 31. This compares 
with a 9% per cent prime 
bank rate. 

Young speculated that if 
the doubling in arrears was 
“a genuine indication of an 
inability to pay, this must 
suggest that the level of pro¬ 
perty taxes is reaching the 
upper limits of the capability 
of real property to earn a 
reasonable return.” 

One solution for lessening 
the tax burden, according to 
Young, would be for the prov¬ 
ince to find an alternate 
source of revenue for educa¬ 
tion and welfare costs. 


Saanich council raise 
given final passage 


Saanich council Monday ap¬ 
proved retroactive pay in- 
. ci'eases to council members, 
with two dissenters. 

Final reading of the bylaw 
passed by a 5-2 margin with 
aldermen Mary Casilio and 
Maurice Johnson casting neg¬ 
ative votes. 

Three letters objecting to 
the indemnity increases were 
read to council before passage 
of the motion, and three al¬ 
dermen spoke out before 
Mayor Ed hum had the final 
word. 

Mrs. Casilio told council she 
would be voting against the 
measure because of the retro¬ 
activity and not the actual in¬ 
crease itself. 

Aid. Sandy Noel said his 
assessment of public reaction 
indicated more “for” than 
“against” the increase. 

Aid. Fred Severson remind¬ 
ed council that he proposed 
the Union of B.C. Municipal¬ 
ities be asked to look into the 
possibility pf a “third party” 
determining increases and 
amounts. 

Lum concluded the discus¬ 
sion by saying he had in¬

The spectre of sharply 
higher pro|>erty taxes or strin- 
g e n t belt-tightening was 
raised Monday as councils in 
Greater Victoria’s four core 
municipalities took otfice. 

A recurring theme was the 
hope for better relations with 
and more revenues from the 
provincial government. 

Victoria property owners 
w'ere w’amed of a possible 25- 
per-cent hike on their tax bills 
this year by Mayor Michael 
Young in his inaugural 
address. 

Young said the $38.4-million 
provisional budget introduced 
and tabled following his 
address represented an in¬ 
crease amounting to about 12 
mills over last year. He 
blamed much of the increase 
on wage and salary hikes. 

Young said the provisional 
budget was introduced early 
so that council could give 
staff direction in cutting 
costs. 

Young hinted at the need 
for a program of replacing 
the city’s storm drain arid 
sewer systems. It was the 
only major expenditure allud¬ 
ed to in an address that called 
for belt-tightening all around. 

Shelve Crystal 

The estimated $2.7-million 
renovations to the Crystal 
Garden would be shelved, ac¬ 
cording to Young. 

. . The restoration of.the 
Crystal Gardens is a luxury 
which the city can ill afford at 
the present time on a' cost- 
benefit basis,” he said. 

If restoration isn’t started 
immecH^ply through other fi¬ 
nancing, according to Young, 
the building will soon deterio¬ 
rate beyond restoration. 

The new mayor said money 
from the tax sale account 
would be better applied to im¬ 


mediate reconstruction of the 
city’s. Garbally Road mainte¬ 
nance yard. 

Other building proposals 
squelched by Young for at. 
least the coming year were a 
city-*inanced conference 
centre, arts centre and new' 
central library facility. 

Young said the initiative for 
a conference centre should 
come from th? tourist in¬ 
dustry and possibly be devel¬ 
oped in conjunction with a 
major hotel. 

An arts centre, he said, 
“must be a long-term objec¬ 
tive” and “in the current era 
,-of restraint, sh. ild not he im¬ 
posed as a bui*den upon mu¬ 
nicipal tax resources.” 

JSew one vital 

Assuming a new library 
agreement w*as reached be¬ 
tween participating munici¬ 
palities, Young said, “It is es¬ 
sential to develop a new’ cen¬ 
tral library facility within the 
course of the next five years.” 

Possible further belt-tight¬ 
ening was evident when 
Young questioned “the stag¬ 
gering costs” of developing 
and operating recreational 
and cultural facilities com¬ 
pared with support of existing 
recreational societies such as 
the YM-YWCA. 

Esquim aTt Mayor Art 
Young also predicted skyrock¬ 
eting property taxes “unless 
Premier Bennett’s govern¬ 
ment fulfills its election prom¬ 
ise of a larger share of the 
provincial revenue to the mu- 
. nidpalities.” 

Young later said Esquimau 
propery owners could face an 
increase of almost 20 per cent 
on their tax bills unless other 
revenue w’as found. 

”1976 is going to be a very 
difficult year financially, and 
yet we have priority needs 
which must be met,” he said. 


Top priority, he said, must 
go to construction of the pub¬ 
lic safety building, for which 
financing had yet to be deter¬ 
mined. 

The second priority, accord¬ 
ing to Young, is an improved 
drainage system. 

P “Improvement in tlie storm 
sewer system must be started 
and money allocated this year 
in order to commence an im¬ 
provement program over sev¬ 
eral years,” he said. 

Significant 

Describing 1975 as a frus¬ 
trating year because of labor 
strife, Mayor Ed Lum of 
Saanich termed 1976 a signifi¬ 
cant year in the 70-year his¬ 
tory of the municipality in his 
inaugural speech. 

Lum said decisions made by 
council this year w’ould not 
only control and manage 
Saanich’s growth, but deter¬ 
mine its very existence as an 
autonomous local government 
authority. 

“By the terms of the official 
regional plan,” Lum said, 
“Saanich is asked to produce 
an official community plan by 
November of this year. 

“Saanich council and staff 
sincerely support regional 
planning and wants to be a 
good member of the regional 
family, but it does not wish to 
be a poor relative, responsible 
for taking the bulk of residen¬ 
tial growth and its attendant 
high servicing and adminis¬ 
trative costs, while being de¬ 
nied a fair share of the com¬ 
mercial-industrial tax base 
returns of the region, without 
some other compensating rev¬ 
enue.” 

Lum said he hoped the new 
provincial government wwild 
recognize the hardships of 
municipal governments and 
pay them their “full and 
rightful” taxes on provincial 
lands and buildings.

Peninsula expects to hold tax line

Saanich Peninsula residents 
will have the laugh on their 
urban neighbors w'hen mill 
rates are set later this year. 

As core municipalities 
brace themselves for bad 
news, the three mayors of 
Central Saanich, North Saan¬ 
ich and Sidney are expecting 
to hold the line on their bud¬ 
gets. 

North Saanich Mayor Paul 
Grieve put it most succinctly:. 
“I, and a couple of others on 
this council, will be carried 
out of here kicking and 
screaming before we sanction 
a big increase.” 

Sidney Mayor Peter Mal¬ 
colm said he would be sur¬ 
prised at anything above a 
one-mill increase, since every 
alderman on council had run 
on a platform of fiscal respon¬ 
sibility. 

And while Central Saanich 
Mayor Jean Butler w'as reluc¬ 
tant to predict mill rates, she 
said council was holding tlie 
line on the budget with the ex¬ 
ception of some increases to 
cover salary increases. 

"The provincial government 
is doing the assessments so 
we don’t yet know what the 
municipal assessment will be, 
and not knowing the value of 
a mill, we can’t yet set a mill 
rate,” she said. 

Grieve said he is reluctant 
to make'too many predictions 
on mill rates.

“Some members of council 
feel strongly that it is time we 
spent more money on public 
works,” he said. “But others 
feel equally strongly that we 
must hold the line.” 

He did predict some mara¬ 
thon battles during budget¬ 
paring sessions. 

The North* Saanich inaugu¬ 
ral session was an inauspi- 
cipus event Monday — there 
was no speech, and all com¬ 
mittee members were re-ap- 
pointed. 

All members of council 
were re-elected by acclama¬ 


tion. said Grieve, so he saw 
no reason for changes. 

The only change to come 
for 1976 will be a more re¬ 
laxed atmosphere at council, 
as aldermen prepare to carry 
on meetings without resort to 
official parliamentary rules. 

Grieve said his is a small 
council, in a small municipal¬ 
ity, and the only rules neces¬ 
sary will be those to ensure 
that resolutions are correctly 
dealt yrithf from a legal stand¬ 
point. 

There will be no limit to the 


length of time an alderman 
may speak, or on the number 
of times. It will also be jossi- 
ble to debate a motion to 
table. 

Meanwhile, in Central Saan¬ 
ich Butler said she doesn’t in¬ 
tend to seek re-election for 
another term. She has already 
served 2ti years-as mayor. 

In her inaugural address 
she looked forward to seeing 
some solution to peninsula 
problems during 1976. 

A report is due on the 
ground water supply in thfle 
peninsula within the next few 


weeks, she said, and the com¬ 
munity plan for Ihe munici¬ 
pality is also due shortly. 

Meanwhile, she pointed out. 
the three municipalities w'ere 
working together to get a rec¬ 
reation complex built, and the 
new acute care hospital for 
tWe peninsula will be started 
this year. 

In Sidney, Malcolm also 
talked about the water prob¬ 
lem which he said has pre¬ 
vented the township from 
growing. 

The problem, he said, is so 
acute that there are serious 
doubts as to whether present 
residents will have a suf¬ 
ficient supply over the next 
/ew’ years unless a new’ source 
is found. 

The only permanent solu¬ 
tion. in his view, is access to 
the Sooke Lake water system, 
which serves the core munici¬ 
palities. Malcolm is hoping 
for provincial and regional 
leadership and assistance in 
getting that water.

present. 

In Oak Bay, relations with 
the provincial government 
were stressed throughout the 
inaugural address read by 
Aid. Douglas Watts for holi¬ 
daying Mayor Brian Smith.
